® | ti-ped statement in which he de- 
elsa his intention to appoint John H. 
Deldney Chairman of the prospective 
“Board of Transportation under the re- 
cently enacted Transit law. The Mayor 
said he expected to take this action 
on July 1, when the Board of Trans- 
portation takes over from the present 
State Transit Commission the task of 
reuting, planning and building new 
subway lines. 

The Mayor did not intimate whom he 
expected to name as the two Associate 
Commissioners to cooperate with Mr. 
Delaney. The Board of Estimate dis- 
cussed informally the question of the 
salaries to be paid to the three prospec- 
tive commissioners. Mayor Hylan took 
the position that they ought to recelve 
at least $15,000 a year each, which is 
the amount paid the present Transit 
Commissioners. He was disposed to 
place the board on record to that ef- 
fect, but Murray Hulbert, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, advised delay 
until the law shall havé given actual 
power to appoint. 

Arraigns Transit Commission. 


In the same document Mayor. Hylan, 
arraigned the State Transit Compnis~ 
sion and its staff for incompetence : 
slovenly work and defended 
Administration against the charge that 
it is blocking new subway construction. 
He said he believed the time for put- 
ting the new law into effect “‘was pur- 
posely delayed in order that a public 
clamor might be aroused to compel the 
Board of Estimate to adopt plans that 
had been prepared by the present Tran- 
git Commission for subways that would 
connect with the transit-corporation | 
controlled subways.”’ 

In extenuation of the Board of Esti- 
mate’s course in virtually scrapping all 
recent plans for new subways, ‘the 
Mayor declared that the plans sub- 
mitted by the Transit Commission for the 
approval of the Board of Estimate 
“would not be recognized as the same 
plans when finally voted upon by this 
board, they have been so completely re- 
vised and modified to correct errors and 
eliminate blunders that have been d 





covered by the Transit Conference Com- 
mittee appointed by this board.”’ 

“The Transit Commission,’’ Mayor 
Hylan continues, “‘apparently threw to- 
gether a set of printed descriptions and 
maps without any knowledge of what 
lay under the streets in which they laid 
down these routes.” ' 

The Mayor declared that ‘‘this board 
bas good reason to be very cautious and 
careful about the acceptance of any plan 
or contract proposed by the present 
State Transit Commission.’’ 


Wants Engineering Staff. 


After having made this arraignment 
for alleged inefficiency of the Transit 
Commission and its engineering staff, 
the Mayor presented and the Board of 
Estimate adopted a resolution calling 
upon the “State Transit Commission to 
place at the disposal of the future Chair- 
man of the Board of Transportation 
«Commissioner Delaney) of the Depart- 
ment of Docks) the services of the en- 
gineering staff for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the details’ of the proposed 
routes and contracts now pending before 
this board.”’ 

Replying to Mayor Hylan’s aspersions, 
Transit Commissioner LeRoy T. Hark- 
ness said that the plans which the 
Mayor criticised as full of blunders were 
prepared by the same engineering staff 
that made the plans for all the sub- 
ways, going back to the first of them 
more than twenty years ago; that it is

Court Gets Sad Record of Bad 
Heredity, Parental Neglect and 
Low Environment. 





Cecilia Cooney, 20-year-old ‘‘bobbed- 
haired bandit,’’ learned yesterday the 
price she must pay for the brief no- 
toriety and a little more than $1,000 in 
“easy money” she and her husband 
gained from their series of hold-ups 


which terrorized Brooklyn shopkeepers 
for months. 
The girl was sentenced by Judge 


George W. Martin in the Kings County 
Court to serve from ten to twenty years 
in Auburn Prison fof assault and rob- 
bery. Her husband, who worked in an 
automobile welder’'s shop by day and 
was her ‘“‘tall companion”’ in criminal 
adventures at night, was sentenced to | 
serve the same period in Sing Sing. 
They had asked to be sent to the same 
prison. 

Cecilia will start for Auburn on Friday 
or Saturday. A keeper and a matron 
will leave Auburn today or tomorrow 
to get her. Cooney will not be sent to 
Sing Sing until after his wife goes to 
Auburn. Both are now in the Raymond 
Street Jail, Brooklyn. 

If the couple conduct themselves well | 
in prison and become eligible to ‘‘time 
off’ for good behavior, they will be | 
allowed to apply for parole in about | 
seven years. They must stay in prison 
at least that long unless they are par- 
doned. Cecilia will then be 27; her 
husband 32. : 

Having pleaded guilty after they weré 
captured in Jacksonville to ten hold- 
ups, including one in the National Bis- 
cult Company office, where a clerk was 
shot, the couple had hoped for leniency, 
but Judge Martin imposed the maximum 
sentence, The Court was not swayed 
either by the death of the young wo- 
man’s baby in Jacksonville, a few days 
after it was born, or by the record of 
her unfavorable heredity and early en- 
vironment, which was submitted by a 
probation officer who had investigated 
Cecilia’s history. 


Cecilia’s Sad History. 


According to the probation officer's 
report, the girl was born in a basement 
and was one of eight children: her 
father was a habitual drunkard, her | 
mother could not read or write and was 
heartless and unnatural, and the chil- 
dren were sent out to beg and were 
forced to sleep on cellar coal piles. 
Cecilia, the report said, was sent to the 
Children’s Society at the age of 4, and 
stayed there for four years. An aunt in 
Brooklyn took care of her for several 
years until she was 14. She went to 
work when she was 16, and from then 
until her criminal career began her life, 
according to the report, was a record of 
hard work, but also of late hours, petty 
thefts and “running around’’ with men. 

In a corrigor outside the courtroom, 
before she was led in for sentence, Ce- 
cilia wrote the following note in pencil 
on a small piece of paper, and sent it 
to Judge Martin: 

“To those girls who think they would 
like to see their names in the paper as 
mine has been, or think they would like 
to do what I have done, let me say: 
‘Don’t try to do it; you don’t know 
what you suffer. While I smile, my 
heart is breaking in me.’ 

“CECILIA COONEY.” 

The little courtrocm was crowded 
when Cecilia and her husband were 
brought in by the Deputy Sheriffs. 
Cecilia expected the worst, but kept 
her nerve. She walked erect and 
smiled, looking around the room. Her 
husband wes sullen and kept nis eyes 
on his wife. 

They were in the courtroom only three 
minutes. Arraigned in front of the 
bench, Cecilia looked straight at the 
Judge. She did not flinch when she 
heard the sentence, but held her upper

By Bottle-Feeding of Sugars and Salts

ITHACA, N. Y., May 6.—Orchids that 
are maturing two years sooner than 
under natural conditions and _ treated 
bacteriologically so as to obtain prac- 
tically 100 per cent. germination, are 
being grown by Professor Louis Knud- 
son, botanist of Cornell University, at 


the State College of Agriculture here. 


These bottle-fed flowers were planted 
in sterilized tubes five years ago. By 
feeding them essential salts and sugars 
and eliminating micro-organisms which 
ordinarily prove destructive to plant 
life, Professor Knudson is hopeful of 
almost perfect germination. 

After a few months’ growth in these 
tubes, the seedlings are transferred to 
large flasks containing the same cul- 
ture medium. Under such favorable 
conditions, the plants grow rapidly, 
and when they have five or six leaves,

and roots an inch or two in length 
they are transplanted to open pots. 
Professor Knudson, who will address 
the American Orchid Society at Horti- 
cultural Hall in Boston on May 10, in 
speaking of his process today, said:

percentage of germination is assured 
and once the seeds are sown or trans- 


planted, no further attention is re- 
quired until time to transplant the 
lings to pots maintained in the 


open. 

“Furthermore, during the first year 
or more of growth under these condi- 
tions there is no danger from insects 
or parasite fung!l. Another advantage 
is that it is possible to get larger seed- 
lings at the end of a year than by 
the ordinary methods.”

But Conferees’ Agreement Is 
Declared at White House 
to Be Unsatisfactory. 





LONGER DELAY IS DESIRED 


White House Silent on a Veta-— 
Measure Is Now Ready for 
Submission to a Vote. 





WASHINGTON, May 6.—The provision 
of the Immigration bill providing for 
Japanese exclusion was agreed upon by 
Senate and House conferees tonight, to 
be effective July 1, when other provi- 
sions of the bill become operative, and 
was met immediately with indications 
at the White House that the arrange- 
ment was unsatisfactory to President 


Coolidge. 


In reaching this agreement, the con- 
ferees adopted the effective date stipu- 
lated in the bill as passed by the House 
and receded from the Senate position 
calling for operation of the Asiatic ex- 


clusion section immediately when the 
ied comes. law. 
“Tt was evident, however, .that in de- 


ferring the date the conference did not 
go as far as had been. desired by the 
Chief Executive. Just how long a delay 
both the President and Secretary of 
State have wished in order that through 
diplomatic exchanges less offense might 
be given to Japan has never been au- 
thoritatively disclosed. 

Whether the arrangement as now 
agreed upon by the conferees would con- 
stitute a sufficient cause for a veto of 
the bill was not disclosed at the White 
House, but it was said that the Presi- 
dent did not consider the two months 
remaining before July 1 as sufficient 
time in which to negotiate with Japan. 

The conferees at their meeting today 
disposed of all other disputed points, so 
that the bill will be submitted tomor- 
row to the House, and then to the Sen- 
ate. Whether the report of the con- 
ferees will be adopted in the face of an 
indicated Executive disagreement was 
not apparent, although prior to the 
White House position becoming known a 
favorable vote was regarded as certain. 

In completing their agreement the con- 
ferees decided upon the Senate quota 
basis of 2 per cent. of the census of 
1890 until July 1, 1927, when the so- 
called national origin method will be 
employed, the total admittances, how+ 
ever, being restricted to 150,000 annually 
from that date. 

Provisions of the House bill relating 
to non-quota immigrants were adopted 
substantially without change. Thus 
wives of American citizens or the citi- 
zens’ unmarried children under 18 years 
of age, professors and ministers, stu- 
dents in accredited schools and returning 
aliens would be considered outside the 
quota if they obtained certificates. 


Selection Provisions Stand. 
During debate in the Senate it was 
charged that these exceptions would 


have the effect of doubling the total an- 
nual immigration, estimated at about 
160,000 under the bill. 

Persons born in independent countries 
of the Western Hemisphere, including 
Canada, would be admissible also upon 
presentation of certificates without ref- 
erence to any quota. 

The House section relating to alien 
seamen was adopted practically without 
change, although it had been stricken 
out by the Senate. This would restrict 
the illicit landing of seamen. A Senate 
provision was agreed upon which would 
give preference within the quota to 
parents of American citizens and to 
skilled farm labor, but in no case would 
these preferences be permitted to exceed 
50 per cent. of a nation’s quota. 

Provisions for selection of immigrants 
at the source of and for immigration 
visas by American Consular officials 
abroad were previously in virtual agree- 
ment and remained unchanged in con- 


ference. 

The Immigration bill had been in con- 
ference for more than a week, with the 
Japanese exclusion provision the chief 
point at issue, because of the attitude of 
the President and the Secretary of 


State. 
The Executive had let it be known that 


he favored exclusion and that he ex- 
pected an exclusion bill to be passed, 
ut, throughout the consideration of the 
uestion by Congress, he firmly stood on 
the proposition that any action taken 
should be in a form to give the least 
offense to the Japanese people and Gov- 
ernment. American relations with 
Japan, carefully promoted, the President 
believed, should not be endangered by 
action which easily might be taken in 
another manner than that contemplated 
by Congress. 

The authorized statement was made at 
the White House today that, in fact, 
the President considered exclusion now 
in effect under the terms of the gentle- 
men’s agreement with Japan, and for 
that reason did not regard the principle 
of the bill before Congress as a de-

Philadelphia Mayor Offers 
$1,000 Reward for Return 
of Little Corinne Modell. 


MOTHER ISSUES AN APPEAL 


Asks “All Humanity” to Help in 
the Search for Child and 
Kidnapper.

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—With the 
knowledge. that every fleeting hour re- 
duces the chances for recovering the 
baby alive, owing to her being a nurs- 
ing infant, the police and detectives 
searching for kidnapped Corinne Modell, 
ten weeks old, were stimulated today by 
Mayor Kendrick’s offer of $1,000 reward 
for the recovery of the baby and arrest 
of her abductor. 

The child was stoten from in front 
of her home, 116 South Sixtieth Street, 
about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and was last seen in the arms of her 
abductor at Fifty-second and Pine 
Streets. 

Although the police have run down 
nearly thirty tips on the whereabouts 
of the missing baby #nd her mysterlous 
woman kidnapper, the last place the 
police have traced her to is the entrance 
to Black Oak Park 

Two clues developed late this after- 
noon which the authorities are in hopes 
may bring results. One was that a 
woman answering the description of the 
kidnapper, carrying a baby wrapped 
in a blanket, was seen to go into a 
house in the vicinity of the Belgrade 
and Clearfield Streets Police Station. 

The other clue was that a woman car- 
rying a baby arrived at a hotel in Wild- 
wood this morning, ordered some hot 


from the hotel. 

The management of the unnamed hotel 
is said to have telephoned this informa- 
tion after reading about the kidnapping 
in the morning papers,

“Something seems to tell me that we 
will find the baby in our own district,” 
he declared. , ‘‘Every logical reason and 
clue has been advanced and run out, with 
not the slightest result. Therefore it is 
only reasonable to suppose that the wo- 
man who took the child was mentally 
unbalanced.”’ 

Mrs. Minnie Heisen, who lives next 
door to the Modell family, gave the po- 
lice what they consider the most accu- 
rate description of the kidnapper yet 
obtained. 


“She had her hair combed back 
straight, with a little wave running 
through it,’’ said Mrs. Heisen. “She 


had a very fat, puffy face, with high 
cheek bones and medium complexion. I 
judge she weighed between 165 and 180 
pounds and was 5 feet 4 or 5 inches toll. 
She had a wild look in her eyes and the 
paint on her cheeks made her look all 
the more peculiar.’’ 

Mrs. Modell, the missing baby’s moth- 
er, has written an appeal ‘‘to all hu- 
manity”’ to aid in finding her little one.

From the hour 
when his skill revealed the basenegs, 
the crookedness and the contemptible 
rascality of those who were stealing 
the property of the people of the United 
States he has been the target of every 
poisoned arrow that malice could de- 
sign.

ors into the homé, Although Cella was 
ambitious and always worked, the sis- 
ter states she would ‘steal little things. 
Celia left her sister's home and went 
to live with her mother in a furnished 
room in New York. Celia was then 
about 16 years of age and the sisters 
heard nothing more of her until the 
present case came up. 

“The employers of Cella were: New 
York Hospital (laundry), Feb. 25, 1919, 
to June 30, 1919, Nothing against her. 

“St. Luke’s Hospital (laun ry), Aug. 
18, 1919, to Sept. 1, 1919. then returned 
June 5, 1920, and left Dec. 27, 1920. Au- 
thorities say she was very noisy, 
troublesome and very impertinent and 
finally they had to discharge her. 

‘Lincoln eer (laundry), Jan. 21, 
1921, to A 1921, a good worker, 
steady, Jolly disposition, no trouble at 
a 

“‘Women’s Hospital (laundry), worked 
there about four years ago from April 
to June and returned twice afterward. 
There she was discharged. She was con- 
sidered a _ ringleader, welt ane the 
place. She was very ; she would 
take the good Birls ee from the place, 
taking them to out-of-town places, and 
when questioned about their movements 
she would lie. She also worked for 
Sheldon Foster, 572 De Kalb Avenue, 
in the laundry. There she was con- 
sidered a good worker, steady and no 
fault could be found with her; in fact, 
they would give her a recommendation. 


Quarrelsome and Dishonest. 


“About March, 1922, she rented a fur- 
nished room for ‘me and my ‘husband’ 
at 4,139 Franklin Avenue, for which she 
paid $30 a month, from a Mrs. Vatilll. 
She lived there until April 18, 1923, 
with a man named Cherison. She went 
to work steadily and so did the man, 
who was known in the house as her hus- 
band. This man is positively not 
Cooney. She left the place dirty, but 


she never took anything in the house 
and the house was always left open. 

“From May to September, 1923, she 
lived at 461 Franklin Avenue, where she 
had a room for $8 a week. Mrs. Gal- 
lagher was the owner. There she lived 
with Cooney, Celia having married him 
in May of 1923. Mrs. Gallagher states 
that she stole $20 out of her pocketbook 
and a picture worth $40. Mrs. Gallagher |. 
states she used vile language, fought 
with all the roomers, and they were all 
afraid of her, that she left the place 
filthy and dirty. Mrs. Galiagher’ had 
finally dispossessed her. 

“At 52 adison Street she rented a 
furnished room from a Mrs. Ford, who 
says the girl was a good tenant and she 
was sorry when the girl left. The inves- 
tigator located two aunts, two sisters, an 
uncle in New York and the parents of 
Celia Cooney. The sisters, the aunts and 
the uncle have all stated that the en- 
vironment of the house while these chil- 
dren were small wag the werat that 
could possibly exist.’’

BERLIN, May 6.—‘‘What will the Na- 
tionalist Party do?’ That is the ques- 
tion on everybody's lips here today. Con- 
fronted with the possibility that the Na- 
tionalists will constitute the strongest 
party in the new Reichstag, 
the certainty that at least they will .be 
the second strongest, Germany, strange 
to say, is also confronted with doubts 
as to what this sudden transformation 
of the state of affairs in the Reichstag 
will actually mean. On the matter of 
the Dawes report alone this doubt is-an 
acute political question. 

Yet, uncertain as much of this most 
bewildering election result still is, it 
may be said with a considerable degree 
of assurance that the big Nationalist 
delegation in the next Reichstag will. be 
a very tame and tractable band indeed, 





compared with what many  perspns 
thought. For instance, when things 
come to a “‘showdown,"’ the National- 


ists, it is thought by competent observ- 
ers, will probably be found in favor of 
accepting the Dawes report and favor- 
ing, in a general way, conciliatory tac- 
tics toward the Entegte, rather than 
uncompromising hostility. 

Nationalists’ Viewpoint Changed. 


Much water has run under the 
man political bridges since General 
Dawes and his fellow-experts published 
their report. Much has been learned by 

Nationalist politicians who even a few 
weeks ago were rabid irreconcilables. 
Whether the Nationalists in the Reichs- 
tag form part of the new German Gov- 
ernment or stand on the outside looking 
in, they will probably support a concilia- 
tory German foreign policy or assume 


Ger- 


an attitude of benevolent neutrality. 
Most significant of the moderation 
which has come over the Nationalists 
recently is a statement today by the 
Kreuz Zeitung, the official Nationalist 
organ, that ‘‘We, as well as our enemy, 
’ Poincaré, do not reject the Dawes re- 
port summarily, but nevertheless feel 
5 the necessity of negotiation regarding 
1 certain unacceptable points therein.’’ 


Meanwhile, the other parties are busily 
angling for the Nationalists. They fig- 
ure prominently in every combination 
which guessers at tomorrow's political 
events are weaving in their minds. Some 
talk of a ‘“‘bué@rgerlich’’ coalition, com- 
posed of all parties standing to the 
right of the Socialists—the Nationalists 
(together with Voelkisch extremists), 
Centrists, German People's Party and 
Democrats, which, circumstances being 
propitious, could command a big enough 
majority to conduct tomorrow's Govern- 
ment. 

Others, believing in leaving well 
enough alone, talk of a ‘“‘great coalition” 


‘which would give Germany ,the same 
sort of Government as at present, that 
is, one based on the Centrist, German 
Peoples’ and Democratic Partfes with 
the backing of the Sociaiists. Such a 
Government, it is felt, might easily 
reckon also upon Nationalist support, 


especially as regards continuing the for- 
eign policy which the present Govern- 
ment has embarked upon, since the Na- 
tionalists are so much more tractable 
now than they used to be. 

The latter form of government seems 
more likely to become a reality than the 
former, because it could count upon 
more support in the Reichstag than a 
overnment which included Nationalists 


n its makeup. The Socialists, for in- 
stance, explicitly state that they will 
not work in conjunction with any gov- 
ernment containing Nationalistic in- 
gredients. 


Position of the Communists. 


As for the Communists, their spectacu- 
far victory which has raised the number 
of their Reichstag seats to nearly four 
times the former total, really does not 
mean very much, far as 
Reichstag is concerned, since the Com- 
munists are practically sure to play a 
lone hand there and thus are not likely 
to exercise any decisive influence. The

Proposed Programs. 


Aside from Britain's two battleships, 
her new construction totals only 46,400 
tons. The relative rank of the five pow- 
ers in new construction of light cruisers, 
submarines and destroyers follows: 

First, Beet: 178,065 tons; second, 
France, 71,748 tons; third, the United 
States, 64,496 tons; fourth, Great 
Britain, 46,440 tons, and fifth, Italy, 
11,200 tons. 

The main competition involves the 
| construction of modern light cruisers, in 
which the American Navy is very defi- 
cient. 

British estimates for 1924-25 cor.tain 
appropriations for five light cruisers and 
two destroyers. 

In addition to the units building, 
shown above, the second haw of the 
French building program before Parlia- 
ment proposes the laying down from 
July, 1924, to July, 1928, of 6 10,000- 
ton light cruisers, 15 2,400-ton destroyer 
leaders, 2 3,000-ton cruising submarines, 
80 1,300-ton fleet submarines and 7 
coastal submarines of 600 to 1,300 tons 
each. According to reports reaching 
Washington, the seven coastal subma- 
tines will be mine layers. 

The Italian building program is re- 
ported to be 5 light cruisers, 20 destroy- 
ers and 20 submarines. The program for 
this year is 2 light cruisers the Trento 
and Trieste; 4 fleet submarines and 8 
destroyers. These ships have not yet 
received appropriations, although the 
contracts for fourgof the destroyers have 
been let. All of these units are in addi- 
tion to those shown above as building 
under the present program.

BREWER STILL INSISTS 
ON BOND DUPLICATION 


Tells the House Committee He 
Can Prove Freuds Involving 
‘About $1,000,000.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—Summoned as 
the first witness before the House com- 
mittee investigating alleged irregulari- 


ties at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, -Gharles B. Brewer, Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General, de- 
clared today that he could prove there | 
had been duplication of Government 
bonds to a value of ‘‘about $1,000,000.”’ 
“I've never said that hundreds of 
millions of dollars’ worth of bonds 
were flooding the country,’’ said Mr. 


Brewer. “I have insisted that I know 
of duplicates to a value of about $1,000,- | 
000 and part of them fraudulent, and | 
will prove it.’’ 

Mr. Brewer read a long statement in 
reply to a recent Treasury report which 
declared thére was no foundation for 
many of his charges. ‘He insisted he 
had spent nearly three years investi- 
gating conditions at the bureau and had 
uncovered ‘‘both carelessness and 
fraud.”’ and could prove that ‘‘many 
Government securities have been stolen 
from Treasury vaults.’’ 

There had been glaring irregularities, 
he said, in the destruction division of! 
the bureau, and many bonds supposed 
to have been canceled and destroyed | 
were in fact retained. He charged also 
that the Treasury -had done its utmost | 
to block and discredit him, and that 
“vigorous attempts’’ were made to over- | 
ride President Harding and President 
Coolidge in their efforts to get at the 
truth. 


SALESMAN ACCUSED 
IN $70,000 SWINDLE

George Hurbert, a salesman living at 
a hotel here, was released in $10,000 bail 
in the Tombs Police Court yesterday 
after having been arrested on Sunday as 
a fugitive from Miami, Fla. He was 
identified, the police said, by Samuel 
Waldman, a _ well-to-do cotton heehee] 
of Providence, R. I., as the man who 
had swindled him out of $70,000 in a cot- 
ton deal.

suspect was really Louis Waxenberg, a 
confidence man known in this country 
France for several big swindles.

Hurbert, however, declared _he was in- 
nocent and denied he was Waxenberg. 


According to Mr. Waldman, he was 
making his way to Miami, accompanied | 
by his wife and little daughter, to finish | 
the Winter season there in 1921. 

He met a man, now being hunted, who 
said he was a retired cotton merchant, 
and had 150,000 pounds of cotton yarn 
in a Philadelphia warehouse which he 
wished to sell. Mr. Waldman was not 
interested until he met a man now be- 
lieved to have been Waxenberg, who 
advised him to buy. This man also told 
Mrs. Waldman where there was another 
considerable stock of cotton yarn to be 
obtained in a New York warehouse. Mrs, 
Waldman told her husband, and Mr. 
Waldman agreed to buy the cotton in 
the Philadelphia and New York ware- 
houses. 

Returning from Miami with the two 
men, Waldman saw the stock and then 
went to Providence and paid to the men 
$70,000 in cash. 

Mr. Waldman returned to Miami. 
Later, in New York, he discovered the 
cotton had vanished from the ware- 
house. Inquiry at Philadelphia revealed 
the same strange disappearance of the 
150,000 pounds of yarn from that ware- 
house. The strangers with whom he 
had dealt also disappeared.

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GEORGE V.’S PORTRAIT 
EXCITES DISCUSSION 


Painting by Sims Is Called Be- 
littling by Some—All Say It 
_ Is Unconventional.

LONDON, May 6.—The most discussed 
picture in this year’s Royal Academy is 
the portrait of the King by Charles 
Sims. It represents him in his full royal 
robes, with the crown beside him, and 
is evidently intended to take its place in 
the long line of State portraits. 

Yet it is singfarly unlike the conven- 
tional pictures of this sort. They gen- 
erally insist on the brilliantly colored 
robes and blazing jewel of royalty. This 
portrait seems deliberately to belittle 
them. The King wears his robes; but 
they are thrown back to reveal white 
Satin and linen, and the general white- 
ness of the picture is emphasized by the 
light background, tinted with pinks, 
greens and other delicate shades, and 
by one white-stockinged leg thrust far 
forward. 

The critics differ widely in their com- 
ments on the portrait. The Daily Ex- 


press falls foul particularly of the 
presentation of the King himself. It 
praises Mr. Sims’s treatment of the 


robes, but remarks that the expression 
of the eyes is that of a short-sighted 
man who has mislaid his glasses. The 
features, it says, are pale and undistin- 
guishable, and the impression given by 


the face is that of weariness and dejec- 
tion. 

The London Times disagrees with its 
contemporary. Its critic says Mr. Sims 
gives the impression that ‘it must be 
rather jolly to be a king,?’ and feels 
sure that King George enjoyed being 
painted quite as much as the artist did 
painting him. . 

“For once,” it says, “natural dignity 
completely carries off official dignity. 
The robes of State are worn with an air, 
and the sceptre is lightly held, and in 
the treatment of the head, with the tale | 
of years frankly accepted, sympathy has 
succeeded where flattery would have 
failed in disengaging the genial person- 
ality, so that expression dominates de- 
sign.”’ 

Yet the critic of The Sunday Times 
declares that the figure, apart from the 
head and hands, lacks substance, and 
considers that ‘‘as the likeness of a liv- 
ing béing it may be argued that this 
portrait is too far removed from com- 
mon humanity to present the King as 
best known to his subjects.” It con- 





considerable charm and dignity and 
that Mr. Sims has succeeded in showing 
the romance of royalty in ‘‘this idyll of 
this king.” 

So the controversy goes on, with alter- 
nate praise and blame; but one explana- 
tion of the lack of general satisfaction 
has come up—Mr. Sims never had an 
opportunity for regular sittings. Two or 
three sketches of the King himself were 
all he could get, and he had to build 
them up as best he could from sittings 
from an ordinary model clad in the 
royal robes.

O'Higgins Says Full Bond of the 
Treaty Is Demanded—Trusts— 
London.

BELFAST, May 6.—Sir James Craig, 
Premier of Ulster, in the Northern Par- 
liament today stated emphatically that 
Ulster would refuse to appoint a repre- 
sentative on the boundary commission 
to be set up by the British Government. 
He deprecated the rushing of matters at 
the last moment. He believed -that if 
the matter of the boundary were al- 
lowed to remain-in the oblivion in which 
it had rested for three years it would be 
far better for the people, not only of 
Northern and Southern Ireland but of 
the empire as a whole. 

Written bonds, treaties, pacts—whet- 
ever they might be called—might pos- 
sibly be held over for a day or two, he 
said, and so cause rejoicing for a short 
time. But Ulster had found rejoicing 
turned into sorrow and depression. If 
permanence in good feeling between 
the people of lrejand was desired, then 
those settlements and pacts and agree- 
ments and treaties must be signed in 
their hearts, not on paper. 

The question was one of first-class 
imperial importance, he said, and Ulster 
must maintain that it was not a politi- 
cal subject but a matter for the empire. 

Referring to UWlster’s contributions to 
tie G.itish Government, Sir James said 
she got in return several privileges 
which she could not do without. The 
boundary of Ulster was the boundary of 
Great Britain and the empire. No Gov- 
ernment could stand twenty-four hours 
at Westminster that did not protect its 
boundary. If necessary Ulster could and 
must hold out. He said the army had 
vindicated the position to which he had 
drawn attention, and it could be em- 

loyed to protect Ulster’s boundaries.

DUBLIN, May 6.—A reply for the 
Irish Free State to Ulster’s action in 
refusing to appoint a boundary commis- 
sioner was made today in a Dublin 
County meeting by Kevin O'Higgins, 
Minister for Home Affairs. 

Twice since the treaty was signed, said 
Mr. O'Higgins, Tyrone and Fermanach 
had verified Mr. Lloyd George’s view 
of ‘‘the wishes of the inhabitants.’’ Since 
then, in two parliamentary elections on 
the same issue, the supporters of union 
with the Free State had more than 
6,000 majority. 

Mr. O'Higgins referred to the efforts 
of a section of the British press ‘‘to 
induce England to dishonor her bond, 
or to allow her bond to be dishonored 
by a _ subordinate The 
Minister said: 

“‘We are standing on Article XII., one- 
half of which has been adopted and 
availed of by Sir James Craig, who now 
jibes at the remainder. Has Craig so 
soon torgotten there was another ar- 
ticle—Article XIV.—which defined what 
the position would have been had his 
Government not presented an address 
petitioning for exclusion? 

“Under that article he would retain 
his Parilament, with the substantial 
powers assigned to it by the act of 1920, 
and his present six-county area of juris- 
diction. 

“‘For the 
economic and geographic fact of Ire- 
land's unity, we would have said to a 
substantial Nationalist minority in that 
eix-county area, ‘remain under the juris- 
diction of the local Parliament.’ 

“Article XII., however, was what Sir 
James Craig elected for. It provided 
for exclusion at a price. The price is 
that the areas containing Nationalist 
majorities must not be coerced into re- 
maining outside the Free State jurisdic- 
tion.’’ 

Ireland, said Mr. O'Higgins, had made 
great sacrifices for the treaty before 
and since its signature. She was stand- 
ing by it in full confidence that it would 
be honored in all its clauses. ; 

Having quoted from the Solemn Ulster 
Covenant signed in September, 1912, Mr. 
O'Higgins said the issue was no longer 
ene of defense against the subversion 
of Ulstermen’s civil and religious liber- 
ties, but an arrogant claim there to be 
entitled to subvert the civil and re- 
ligious liberties of the large Nationalist 
majorities in the areas contiguous to 
the boundary arbitrarily drawn in 1920 
without the approval of a single ILrish 
representative, north or south. 

That claim could not be conceded, he 
said. As southern Irishmen were and al- 
ways had been opposed to the coercion 
of that portion of Northeast Ulster,which 
was homogenously Orange and Union- 
ist, they could not stand for, coercion 
by Northeast Ulster of the units which 
were predominantly Nationalist and de- 
gsirous of being under the jurisdiction of 
the Free State.

When Wickcliffe Rose, a member of 
the Rockefeller foundation, was here 
some months ago he took occasion to 
inquire into the conditions under 
which Professor August Korgh, Noble 
prize winner, carried out his physiologi- 
cal experiments. These he found*to be 
somewhat out of date, and he promised 
he would try to interest the Rocke- 
feller Institute in the Danish School of 
Physiology and Biology. 

It is now reported that the Rocke- 
feller Institute is willing to build a new 
laboratory in Copenhagen and supply it 
with the newest inventions if the Mu- 
nici Council will agree to the plan.

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HEARINGS ENDED 
ON PHILIPPINES BILL 


Committee Favors a Native 
Governor—Will Vote Today 
on Independence in 1954. 


EARLIER DATES ARE ASKED 


Three Witnesses Assert That Fill- 
pinos Would Suffer Most if 
We Withdrew. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.— Hearings 
closed today before the House Commit- 
tee on Insular Affairs on Representa- 
tive Fairfield’s bill which would grant 
the Philippines a larger measure of 
autonomy than at present and offer 
them absolute independence for thirty 
years. At an executive session this 
afternoon the committee reached an 
agreement on the provisions authorizing 
the establishment of the Philippine Com- 
monwealth with a legislative body com- 
posed of two houses and @ native Gov- 
ernor, to be chosen by the people. 

The committee also adopted the sec- 
tion providing for the appointment of a 
American Commissioner appointed by 
the President, with authority to sus- 
pend laws of the new Government, 
pending an appeal to the President and 
empowering him to call troops in case 
of disturbance or insurrection.. 

At a meeting tomorrow the committee 
will vote on that section which provides 
that the Philippines shall receive inde- 
pendence in 1954 if its people so decide 
through a plebiscite. 

There is opposition to deferring inde- 
pendence for so long & period. Amend- 
ments have been offered limiting the 
life of the commonwealth to ten, twenty 


and ‘twenty-five years, respectively. 

These amendments will come to a vote 
tomorrow. After deciding whether the 
bill shall authorize independence on a 
definite date the committee will vote 
on the measure as a whole. ; 

Present indications are that the bill 
will be ordered reported as a substitute 
for the joint resolution offered by Rep- 
resentative Henry A. Cooper of Wiscon- 
sin, former Chairman of the Committee 
on Insular Affairs, calling for immedi- 
ate independence. : 

Two independence bills are pending 
in the Senate, one introduced by Senator 
La Follette and the other by Senator 
King. 

‘‘Withdrawal of American sovereignty 
would mean the ruin of American com- 
mercial] interests in the Philippines, but if 
it would be for the good of the Filipino 
people I would say make the sacrifice,”’ 
said John W. Haussermann, Vice Presi- 
dent of the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in the Philippines. Mr. Hausser- 
man went to the Philippines as a sol- 
dier in 1898, and later became an As- 
sistant Attorney General there. 

He summarized the issues involved in 
the question of independence as follows: 

‘I—The welfare of the Filipino people 
and their material and social advance- 
ment will progress more rapidly under 
American soverignty than under polit- 
ical independence. 

*“2—American sovereignty in fhe Phil- 
ippines is the greatest stabilizing influ- 
ence for peace, law and order in the 
Far East. 

“3—The withdrawal of this sovereignty 
will be the beginning of the end of 
Anglo-Saxon influence in the Far East, 
in India and in Egypt. 

““4--The withdrawal of American sov- 
éreignty will kill the commercial and 
_— al aspirations of the Filipino peo- 
ple. 

“5--The American people need the 
tropical products of the Philippines and 
the Filipino needs the free American 
market.”’ 

Opposing the Fairfield bill Mrs. Helena 
Hill Weed of Norwalk, Conn., a mem- 
ber of the Connecticut Republican State 
Central Committee, made this state- 
ment: 

“The bill develops the policy of com- 
mercial imperialism of the American 
Government.”’ 

John W. Switzer of New York, Vice 
President of the Pacific Commercial 
Company, challenged any one to show 
that there had been commercial exploi- 
tation of the Philippines under Amer- 
ican rule, 


MERCURY WILL CROSS SUN.| 


Phenomenon WIII Be Visible With 
Telescope This Afternoon. 


WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., May 6 (Asso- 
elated Press).—The planet Mercury will 
pass slowly over the sun tomorrow af- 
ternoon, appearing as a small black dot 
on its brilliant surface when viewed 
with a telescope, but invisible to the 
naked eye, Edwin B. Frost, Director of 
Yerkes Observatory a has announced. 

Since 1610 Mercury Ras crossed the 
gun forty times. Tomorrow the planet 
will be 51,880,000 miles from the earth 
and its angular diameter projected upon 
the sun will be 1-160th that of the sun. 

At 42.6 minutes after 3 o'clock, Cen- 
tral time, the edge of the planet will 
touch the northeastern edge at a point 
58 degrees from the north point of the 
eun’s disk. It will occur within the 
same minute for the whole country, but 
the nour will be 4 P. M. for regions 
using Eastern time, 2 P. M. for Moun- 
tain time and 1 P. M. for Pacific time. 

Three minutes later Mercury’s image 
will fall wholly upon the sun. It will 
thereafter move southwesterly across the 
sun at the rate of one diameter of Mer- 
cury in every three minutes. The end 
of the transit will be observed in Alaska 
tomorrow evening and in Asia early 
Wednesday morning. 

Professor Frost explained that the 
planet Venus also makes such transits, 
but these have occurred only five times 
since the invention of the telescope. The 
last two were in 1874 and 1882, and the 
next will be fin 2004 and 2012.

It is a curiously uneven play that 
Richard Herndon has thrown upon the 
mercies of the waning season. Long 
stretches of ‘‘Catskill Dutch’’ are crude- 
ly undramatic in movement, humorless 
and stilted in dialogue. One wonders 
how such a play ever came to be pro- 
duced. Then for a moment the flame 
of essential drama leaps forth and a 
nodding house is electrified. The cul- 
minating scene of the second act is dis- 
tinctly the most original and powerful 
thing of its kind in many a long day 
and year. 

Superficially this scene resembles the 
negro revival scene in ‘‘Roseanne.’’ The 
assembled congregation is delivered over 
to the emotional exaltation, the sheer 
sound and fury, of religious hysteria. 
Then the floodgates of an_ individual 
passion break, and a tensely human 
drama rises above the multitudinous 
waters. But Mr. Roscoe W. Brink, who 
is himself Dutch of the Catskill Dutch, 
and a modern poet to boot, has com- 
pounded his dramatic situation with an 
especial cunning. Among these moun- 
tain Methodists of 1870 lives a negro 
centenarian, who was a drummer boy 
in the Revolution. In the excitement of 
the moment he gets out his long drum 
and accompanies the singing. The tom- 
tom of the African jungle, with its stac- 
cato monotony varied by weird and mys- 
tic syncopations, mingles with and re- 
enforces the cruder exaltations of E tl 
estant fanaticism. 


Once more we are 
back among the Puritan patriarchs, 
with their fierce piety and their —_ 
jection of all women-folk—as in man 
play of old, dealing with the Mennon tes 
of Pennsylvania and the Sqm African 
Boers. A ‘‘boundout”’ girl f&s been be- 
trayed by her employer, who is an Elder 
in the church. Her shame being discov- 
ered, the committee of Elders decree 
that she shall marry the young man 
who is supposed to have been courting 
her, the guilty Elder himself perform- 
ing the ceremony. 
The young man consents, being vir- 
tually forced to do so. He stipulates 
only that she shall never divulge the 
paternity of the child. It is this secret 
that is thrown up on the troubled waters 
of jazzed Methodism, to the rage of the 
young husband and the undoing of the 
guilty Elder.

What follows is the sheer bathos of 
atriarchal conceit and arrogance. It 
s relieved, however, by a scene in 


which the long browbeaten wife of the 
peccand Elder rounds on him and asserts 
a gospel of feminism—incidentally ex- 
acting from him brussels carpet for the 

lor ‘“‘modern’’ parlor stove. 
Khe seene is written with a certain in- 
trinsic humor and as played by Minnie 
Dupree it becomes vigorous and heart- 
warming comedy. The fate of that, 
Elder of 1870 amply foreshadows the 
plight of all later victims of the suf- 
fragettes. 

The cast as a whole is admirable, 
and especially in the ensemble scenes, 
which are as finely individualized and 
skilfully massed as those of Stanislav- | 
sky. The single setting, an outdoor 
living room overshadowed by a giant 
maple, is admirable in its ‘‘period’’ de- 
tail as in its atmosphere of the Catskills.

In reviving ‘‘The Emperor Jones’’ for 
half a dozen performances at the Prov- 
incetown Playhouse, the directors there- 
of seem to have been actuated primarily 
by a desire to give Paul Robeson his 
first opportunity before a Broadway 
audience—if that generic word may be 
stretched to include Macdougal Street. 
The results amply justified the effort, 


for Mr. Robeson gave a stirring and 
frequently exciting performance in the 
réle ot the negro Pullman porter who 
flies panicstricken thruugh a West In- 
dian wood. 

It is, to be sure, a great réle, and Mr. 
Robeson’s triumph in it last night, fol- 
lowing Charles S. Gilpin’s striking per- 
formance of the part, cannot but lead to 
fieeting suspicions that it is the play 
rather than the player that so holds an 
audience. This doubtless unjust suspl- 
cion may have been inspired by the re- 
sults of Mr. Gilpin’s recent experiment 
as chief player of the negro cast of 
‘“‘Roseanne.”” At all events, it should 
not be interpreted as weakening in any 
degree the fact that Mr. Robeson’s per- 
formance as Brutus Jones last night 
was a singularly fine one. 

Paul Robeson is an actor of standing 
in the negro theatre—and one who has 
turned to the theatre only after marked 
achievements in other fields. He is a 
giant in stature and possessed of a mag- 
nificent voice—just such a voice as ‘’The 
Emperor Jones’’ demands. It is not easy 
to recall at this date the details of Mr. 
Gilpin’s performance; nor, for that mat- 
ier, is any comparison necessary. The 
excellence of Mr. Gilpin’s performance 
is a matter of record; suffice it to say 
that Mr. Robeson is gorgeous in the 
part. Certainly the cheers with which 
the first-night audience rewarded him 
were not undeserved.

DAMROSCH WINS PRAISE. 


Second Beethoven Concert In Paris 
Makes Deep Impression.

PARIS, May 6.—The second program 
of the Beethoven cycle which was given 
tonight by Walter Damrosch had an 
even greater reception from American 
and French music lovers than the first, 
which was heard one week ago.

Imagination has run riot in the new 
film thriller, ‘‘The Lone Wolf,” the chief 
attraction at the Rivoli this week. This 
picture reminds us of a compressed 
serial equipped with an absolutely im- 
possible story, told in an entertaining 
manner and acted by pleasing players. 
Whatever may be said about it, it turns 
out to be interesting. It makes persons 
in the audience talk and wonder, but 
there are some sequences that ask one 
to credit a bit too much.

the heroine. All the excitement sur- 
rounds the stealing of the secret of a 
wonderful light rw, which can be cast 
at an aeroplane high in the air and 
cause its engine to cease operating. The 
villains—there are several of them in this 
film—know that the formula has been 
‘concealed by one man between the paper 
layers of one card of a pack of playing 
ecards. The hero prefers to work alone, 
and he has his little method of hiding 
the secret when he gets hold of it, which 
baffles the astute band of wolves. This 
gang is well organized. If they wish to 
deal with aristocrats they have one in 
their midst. If it means work for an 
Apache they have one or two of these, 
as well as a certain type of business 
man. 

Aeroplanes and taxicabs are always 
ready for the members of this crafty 
organization.

In his address last Sunday before 
the Woman's International League for 
Peace and Freedom, Senator BORAH 
reiterated his demand for American 
recognition of the Soviet Government. 
But he was not certain whether we 
ought to recognize the Government of 
the United States. In both cases the 
Senator’s test is world peace: 


Let us call upon the people of the 
world to disarm and to write In their 
national institutions that war shall 
only be waged for defensive reasons 
or upon a vote of the taxpayers and 
those who will have to fight. 

The reference here is plainly to one 
people whose House of Representa- 

tives seven years ago declared a state 
of war by a vote of 373 to 50. A 
seven-to-one majority in a national 
legislature usually regarded as 
fairly indicative of the national tem- 
per and the national will. But for 
some time the theory has been popu- 
larized that when it comes to peace 
and war Congress ceases to be repre- 
sentative, and that the only just deci- 
sion is by plebiscite.

A NOTABLE PRISON REFORM. 
The Legislature approved the prison 
reorganization plan urged by Governor 
SmitH in his annual message.. In 
signing the bill he said that it is the 
most progressive step in prison legis- 
lation ever taken in this State. It 
comes as a result of the exhaustive 
study and labor of a Prison Survey 
Committee, of which ApoLPH LEw- 
ISOHN was Chairman, appointed by 
Governor SMITH back in 1919. Mr. 
LEWISOHN personally met the expense 
of this inauiry. 

The outstanding feature of the new 
law is that it provides for a modern 
industrial system in prisons under as 
competent a Superintendent as private 
{ndustries demand. The prisoners are 
to be paid a reasonable wage, based 
upon what they actually co, and their 
parole is to be determined in some de- 
gree by their work record. This is 
beginning again where a beginning 
was made on a smaller scale just a 
hundred years ago and where, some 
time later, for want of the employ- 
ment of sound industrial methods and 
because of hampering laws, the ex- 
periment left off. It is following, as 
the author of the bill reminds us, the 
specific recommendations of a Warden 
of the Tombs, made just fifty years 
ago: 

Let the prisoner share in his earn- 
ings, and let the percentage of his 
earnings increase at every stage of 
advance; make the rules of conduct 
so stringent that it will cost great ef- 
fort to gain all the credit marks. In- 
troduce many of the most useful 
trades, let the prisoner have his choice 
to learn; take time to eradicate all 
bad habits. 

The provisions of the act which Gov- 
erner SmituH signed last week make it 
possible to offer an incentive to each 
prisoner to work hard and to conduct 
himself properly so that he may be 
the earlier paroled. Beyond this is the 
acquisition of some honest means of 
support when he does go out. That 
the act carries with it the burden of 
two unnecessary officials, kept for 
partisan reasons, does not detract from 
its chief merit. Governor SMITH de- 
serves great credit for this achieve- 
ment, but the public should remember 
that it would not have been possible 
except for the thorough work of a 
committee directed and supported by 
a public-spirited private citizen.

**change should be made.””’ A change 
could very well be made for the worse. 
If the Filipinos elected their own Goy- 
ernor, how could it be expected that 
the American Resident Commissioner 
would get along amicably with a 
native Governor and a Legislature to 
whose acts he might object, referring 
them to the President for sanction or 
disallowance? If the right to elect 
their Governor were given to the 
Filipinos, the Resident Commissioner 
would have to be shorn of many of 
the powers now vested in’ the Gov- 
ernor General, who, MANUEL’ QUEZON 
maintains, is a figurehead. As Presi- 
dent Coo.ipce has pronounced the 
judgment that failure of the Legis- 
lature to cooperate with the Governor 
General jis evidence that the Fillpinos 
are not ready for independence, the 
Fairfield bill is not likely to Be well 
received in Congress. Amendment of 
the Jones bill would seem'to be the 
intelligent course to pursue. Basically 
it was good legislation.

It is significant that the proposal 
of Representative Fairriatp to give 
the Filipinos independence at the ex- 
piration of thirty years has the ap- 
proval of MANUEL Quezon, although 
he came to the United States to urge 
immediate independence.

The latter scowls instead of 
smiling, but as yet shows no signe of 
weakening; and at moments Professor 
Hazen reveals a decrease of happiness. 
Each quotes authority, and Professor 
Barnes specializes in dates, charging 
Professor HAzeN not with forgetting 
them but with concealing them when they 
do not serve his purpose. Suppression of 
truth and suggestion of falsity is about 
the mildest of Professor BaRNEs’s 
charges, and he presents it with no 
thought of the pain it may give—except 
that he hopes it will give a lot. 

As it is impossible to believe that Pro- 
fessor HazEN is the fiend in scarcely 
human form pictured by Professor 
Barnes, the honors of this desperate 
encounter seem destined to be collected 
by him who refuses to get angry and 
insists on preserving the ordinary 
amenities of civilized discussion.

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| WEALTHY GERMANS IN ITALY 


Figures Are Quoted to Show 70,000 
There at the One Time. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 





| In your today’s issue, under ‘‘Topics 


|of the Times,”’ you have a paragraph 
margined ‘‘He Saw Few Germans in 

Italy."". The German influx into Italy 
to which so many traveling and traveled 
Americans have testified did not begin 
until about Feb. 1, 1924. B. S. Com- 
stock states he was there last year only. 
I have spent many years in Italy, and 
never before the war have I seen so 
many Germans during February and 
March in Italy as this year. 

The day after our Congress voted 
$10,000,000 to ‘‘starving German babies”’ 
the Corriere della Sera, Italy’s leading 
newspaper, stated editorially that there 
were 70,000 Germans in Italy that day. 
As every stranger arriving in Italy is im- 
mediately reported at Police Headquar- 
ters of whatever city or town he goes 
to, with a card giving his vital statis- 
tics over His own signature, these fig- 
ures are given out\weekly, and are not 
only authoritative but accurate. 

In Naples an officer of the Society of 
Hotel Keepers told me the daily ex- 
penditure of the 5,000 in Naples at 
that time averaged 500 lire per person 
—about $22.50 of our money—and during 
five weeks’ stay at the Hotel Excelsior 
in Naples I saw nearly every German 
paying out American banknotes with a 
liberality and bravado quite new in that 
race. Hindenburg’s nephew addressed a 
group of ena apeanne tourists on 
the Capri boat so that he could inform 
them that the whole talk of poverty in 
Germany was camouflage ‘‘to fool the 
world.”’ 

For the first time in a long life I saw 
thousand-dollar banknotes flashed like 
one-dollar bills, and know of one which 
was a clever counterfeit ‘‘made in Ger- 
many,” and was told by an American 
Government official that there were 
many in circulation in Italy. I also 
write you “‘in the interests of justice.”’

ASSESSMENT FOR SUBWAYS. | 


Law, It Is Said, Would Bar This if 
City Is to Get Revenue. 
To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

Recent newspaper articles in regard to 
the construction of a subway on Sixth 
Avenue and other subways state that 
part of the cost of such utilities is to be 
borne by assessment on the property 
within the area benefited. 

It seems to have-been assumed that 
the city has the power to levy such 
assessment because the Legislature has 
passed an act purporting to give such 
power. The idea that the city may build, 
own and operate a public utility from 
which it will derive a revenue and 
charge the cost thereof to owners of 
property within the area served by the 
subway instead of paying for it by a 
bond issue or a general taxation 
heretofore injects a novel element 
municipal financing. 

The law giving the city power to as- 
sess such expense is Chapter 888 of the 
Laws of 1911, as amended by Chapter 
545 of the Laws of 1915. Section 3 of 
Chapter 88S of the Laws of 1911 particu- 
larly deals with the subject, part of it 
being as follows:

Section 5 of the same act states that 
the Board of Assegsors, after the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment has cer- 
tified to it the amount of such costs and 
expense, ‘‘shall thereupon proceed forth- 
with to levy and assess such amount or 
amounts upon the real property within 
the district or districts benefited thereby 
in proportion to the amount of such 
benefit, and shall not be limited in the 
levying of such assessment or assess- 
ments to one-half of the fair value of 
any house or lot or improved or unim- 
proved land.’’ 

In the last quoted section it is de- 
signed to avoid the effect of Section 980 
of the Greater New York Charter, which 
states that the Commissioner of Assess- 
ment shall in no case assess any house, 
lot, improved or unimproved land (for 
the cost of a local improvement) for 
more than one-half of the value of such 
house, lot, improved or unimproved land 
as valued by him The act further pro- 
vides that the assessment may be paid 
in instalments running over ten years. 

The three elements which must concur 
to make an assessment for a local im- 
provement valid are: (1) It must be pub- 
lic; (2) it must specifically benefit the 
property of the district which is being 
assessed for it beyond the general bene- 
fit which accrues to the city at large; 
and (3) the amount assessed must not 
exceed the benefit derived. A fourth 
equally valid element may be added in 
that the local improvement must be one 
from which the city does not derive a 
revenue. The courts have held that the 
| city has a two-fold character—govern- 
mental and business. When it creates a 
utility from which it derives a revenue 
‘it acts in its business capacity and is 
subject to the usual rules which govern 
business enterprises. In the building of 
a subway from which it derives a rev- 
enue the courts have held that it acts in 
its business capacity. It does likewise in 
the creation of a water system, for which 
it charges the consumer for the water 
used. It does not assess the property 
owner for the cost of reservoirs, water 
mains or service pipes; that is all part 
of the cost of equipment for doing the 
business of collecting and distributing 
water. 

In the case of a subway the rider is 
charged a fare which is supposed to rep- 
resent a fair return for the cost of 
equipping and operating the road. 

If all the property owners within 
area of assessment agreed to the 
sessment, there would be no one to ob- 
ject, but it is hardly possible that all 
the property owners would or could con- 
sent. Infants, incompetents, executors 
or trustees could not consent. 

Perhaps it would be well to have the 
question decided before spending on the 
utility in the expectation that it will be 
paid for by assessment.

Now comes Spring and to the normal 
world the call of the outdoor life, and par- 
ticularly baseball, The eighteen boys of this 
group, like all other boys, feel this call, but 
to satisfy it they must have bats, gloves, 
masks, and, to make them perfectly happy, 
professional baseball suits. The city has 
no money set aside for this sort of de- 
mand and the Social Service Department of 
Willard Parker Hospital, being In its in- 
fancy, does not feel justified tn spending 
money in this way, much as it wants to.

Builder of Early Car Bodies.

| Senator Swanson offered a resolution 
which would enable the United States to 
adhere to the World Court with reserva- 
tions which are generally in line with 


those suggested by President Harding 
and Secretary Hughes. 

The resolution, which was referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
reads: 


Whereas, the President, under date 
of Feb. 24, 1923, transmitted a mes- 
sage to the Senate accompanied by a 
letter from the Secretary of State, 
dated Feb. 17, 1923, asking the favor- 
able advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate to the adhesion on the part of the 
United States to the pretocol of Dec. 
18, 1920, of signature of the statute 
for the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, set out in the said mes- 
sage of the President (without ac- 
cepting or agreeing to the optional 
clause for compuisory jurisdiction con- 
tained therein), upon the conditions 
and understanding hereafter stated, to 
be made a part of the instrument of 
adhesion ; 

Be it resolved (two-thirds of the 
Senators present concurring), that the 
Senate advise and consent to the ad- 
hesion on the part of the United States 
to the said protocol of Dec. 18, 1920, 
and the adjoined statute for the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice 
(without accepting or agreeing to the 
optional clause for compulsory juris- 
diction contained in said statute), and 
that the signature of the United States 
be affixed to the said protocol subject 
to the following reservations and un- 
derstandings which are hereby made 
a part and condition of this resolu- 
tion namely: 

1. That such adhesion shall not be 
taken to involve any legal relation on 
the part of the United States to the 
League of Nations or the assumption 
of any obligations by the United 
States under the covenant of _ the 
League of Nations constituting Part 
1 of the Treaty of Versailles. 

2. That the United States shall be 
permitted to participate through rep- 
resentatives designated for the pur- 
pose and upon an equality with the 
other States, members respectively of 
the Council and Assembly of the 
League of Nations, in any and all 
proceedings of either the Council or 
the Assembly for the election of 
judges of deputy judges of the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice, 
or for the filling of vacancies. 

3. That the United States will pay 
a fair share of the expenses of the 
Court as determined and appropriated 
from time to time by the Congress of 
the United States. 

4. That the statute for the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice 
adjoined to the protocol shall not be 
amended without the ccnsent of the 
United States. 

The signature of the United States 
to the said protocol shall not be af- 
fixed until the powers signatory tv 
such protocol shall have indicated, 
through an exchange of notes, their 
acceptance of the foregoing reserva- 
tions and understandings as a part 
and condition of adhesion by_ the 
United States to the said protocol.

Senator Swanson did not make 
speech in offering his resolution, 
later he explained his purpose. 

“I introduced this resolution,”’ he said, 
“to carry out the recommendations of 


President Harding and Secretary Hughes 
which were made to the Senate some 
time ago. I have drawn it carefully, I 
think, so“these purposes wil] be accom- 
lished. I delayed introducing this reso- 
ution, hoping some Republican would 
take active steps to carry out one of 
the principal recommendations of Pres!- 
dent Coolidge in his annual address to 
Congress. 

“I have been much disappointed that 
no Republican in the Senat. has seen 

roper to aid President Coolidge and 

ecretary Hughes, and I do not think 
it should be further delayed. 

‘There is a widespread impression in 
the country and in the Senate that the 
recommendations of the Administration 
for adhesion to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice was simply a polit- 
ical gesture to relieve the Republican 
Party from! broken promises and to aid 
the political situation for the coming 
campaign. The future treatment of this 
resolution by the Committee on Foreign 
Relations of the Senate and the Senate 
will show whether this suspicion is jus- 
tified or not. 

“tT think that if the Administration is 
earnestly in_ favor of adhesion to the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice a very substantial support on the 
Republican side wifl be obtained, which 
with the Democratic support would 
adopt the resolution. If the Administra- 
tion manifests no earnest interest in this 
matter, the chances are it will not be 
passed. 

“T shajl exert myself to have the 
matter promptly acted upon by both the 
Committee on Foreign Relations and the 
Senate. I believe that people are entitled 
to know whether the Administration is 
in favor of this measure and, if so, to 
what extent the Administration pos- 
sesses influence with its party in the 
Senate.” 

The subcommittee on the World Court 
will soon make its report to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations through 
Senator Pepper, Chairman of the sub- 
committee. It is evident that a ma- 
jority of the subcommittee is opposed to 
entrance of the United States into the 
World Court, and while it will recom- 
mend American participation in an in- 
ternational court it will offer reserva- 
tions intended to prevent American 
ticipation in such a tribunal] unless it is 
divorced from the League of Nations.

Commander, Garbed as Flower Girl, 
Tells of Her Life in the 
London Slums. 





Commander Evangeline Booth of the 
Salvation Army, in the rags and tatters 
of a flower girl of the London slums, 
moved the vast audience at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last night to tears 
when she told of her experience among 
the human wreckage of a great city. 
The meeting marked the beginning of 
the Salvation Army’s annual campaign 
for funds, and a feature was a tall 
electric cross at the rear of the stage, 
against a background of rugged moun- 
tains. Miss Booth knelt at the foot of 
the cross while the band played ‘‘Rock 


of Ages.”’ 

Commissioner Thomas Estill presided 

and Colonel W. F. Jenkins made the 
opening prayer. Henry W. Taft, in the 
presentation of the Commander, spoke 
of Miss Booth as a ‘“‘spiritual leader of 
the Army.’”’ There was tremendous ap- 
plause when the Commander walked 
upon the stage, in rags, with a plaid 
shawl over her head and.a basket of 
flowers upon her arm. She told how 
she had gone to live in the London 
slums to tell the poor and the outcasts 
the story of the Gospel. She described 
a meeting with Lord Chief Justice Rus- 
sell, and once, she said, while riding in 
a London bus in her rags, one “‘ele- 
gantly dressed” man said to the other: 
“Poor little thing! She has seen better 
days!” and tossed half a crown in her 
lap. 
She was called the ‘‘White Angel’ in 
the slums and her lieutenant was known 
as her shadow. She attributed her suc- 
cess to a magic wand, and then she 
showed four small golden eye on a 
ring which she wore suspended around 
her neck. She named the keys as love, 
sympathy, sacrifice, and action, the 
four principles upon which she said the 
Salvation Army was built.

Anti-Saloon League Asks Mor- 
ris and Hilles for Statements 
on Prohibition Attack. 








AN AVALANCHE OF LETTERS 





Educator Receives Praise From 
Many Sections of Country and 
Some Unsigned Assaults. 





STUDENTS BACK PRESIDENT 





Columbia Spectator, in Editorial, 
Says One Would Think Dry League 
Was “On a Drunk.” 








Orville S. Poland, general counsel for 
the Anti-Saloon League of New York, 
addressed letters yesterday to George K. 
Morris, Republican State Chairman, and 
Charles D. Hilles, Republican National 
Committeeman, asking them whether 
they upheld the position of Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Columbia 
University, on the prohibition question. 

This action of Mr. Poland is regarded 
as taking up the challenge of the Co- 
lumbia University head, expressed when 
he said he would bring the issue before 
the Republican National Convention in 
June. In the letters, which are different 
in text, Mr. Poland refers to this con- 
tingency. 

For his part, Dr. Butler, while he 
issued no formal statements yesterday, 
expressed by coincidence a disparaging 
opinion of the Anti-Saioon League and 


“ecclesiastical politicians’’ and said that 
when the courts require the league to 
file an accounting the public will be 
shocked at the revelations. 

It was also learned yesterday that the 
trustees of Columbia University, meet- 
ing the day before, the first time since 
Dr. Butler made his speech before the 
Missouri Society, had assured informally 
the President of their support of his 
position on the ground that ‘‘a great 
question of public policy, broader than 
prohibition itself, the ground of interfer- 
ence with orderly processes of govern- 
ment and popular respect for the Consti- 
tutfon and the laws,’ was concerned, 

The Columbia Spectator, the student 
daily newspapper, also entered the lists 
in favor of the head of the institution 
with an editorial article headed ‘‘More 
Anti-Saloon Intolerance."’ The issue also 
contained several letters from under- 
@raduates saying Dr. Butler was right. 


Poland’s Letter to Morris. 


In his letter to Republican State 
Chairman Morris, Mr. Poland recalls 
that Dr. Butler asserted Republican 


leaders haa come to his support, but 
did not give their names. He says that 
anoiymous ’ leaders cannot be quoted 
withcut the party having to assume re- 
sponsibility for their statements. The 
letter follows: 

May 5, 1924. 


Mr. George K. Morris, Republican State 
Chairman, East Thirty-ninth Street, 
New York City: 

: In his attack on prohibition 
J the Eighteenth Amendment Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler. purports to 
speak for at least one branch of the Re- 
publican Party in this State. It is inev- 
itable that the dry voters of the State 
of New York should desire to know 
whether the party leaders of this State 
agree with Dr. Butler or do not agree 
with him. 

Governor Smith, as candidate fer the 
Presidency, cuts a ridiculous figure try- 
ing to carry water on both shoulders on 
the prohibition question. If the Repub- 
lican Party fails to take an unequivocal 
stand on this issue the Republicans will 
be as pitiable as Smith is ridiculous. 

Dr. Butler preserves the anonymity of 
Republican leaders who, he alleges, have 
written him endorsing his stand. The 
party cannot expect to hold the confi- 
dence of its constituents if it refuses 
to commit itself on an issue of this kind. 
Neither can the statements of “anony- 
mous” leaders go undenied without the 
party having to assume the responsibil- 
ity for these statements. 

The question in the mind of the voters 
is: Does the Republican Party in this 
State stand with Dr. Butler in his as- 
sault upon prohibition, or does it stand 
against Dr. Butler and in favor of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and its enforce- 
ment? ORVILLE S. POLAND. 

In his letter to National Committee- 
man Hilles, Mr. Poland says that after 
Dr. Butler’s statement “no evasive an- 
twer will satisfy the people.”’ The text 
of this letter is as follows: 

May 5, 1924. 

Mr. Charles D. Hilles, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman, New York City. 

Dear Sir: Nicholas Murray Butler has 
recently made statements denouncing 
prohibition and demanding the repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. Dr. Butler 
is a Republican of national prominence. 
He was candidate for Vice President in 
31912. His opinions are given certain 
weight because of this prominence. The 
press has emphasized the fact that his 
recent statements were made _ shortly 
after a conference with the President of 
the United States. 

As a matter of extreme interest to the 
believers in prohibition in New York 
State, most of whom are Republicans, 
they should know whether Dr. Butler 
represents the opinion of his party in 
respect to prohibition as a national issue. 
You are the National Committeeman 
from this State and as such you may 
speak for your party on this question. 
J think that you will agree with me 
that after Dr. Butler’s statement no 
evasive answer will satisfy the people 
of the State. If you desire to address a 
reply to me, I shall be glad to give it 
such publicity as I am able; on the other 
hand, it is open to you to communicate 
directly to the people of the State 
through the columns of the daily press.

Morris Makes Sharp Reply. 
State Chairman Morris said kt his 
home at Amsterdam, N. Y., last night: 
“I don’t pay any attention to letters 


from the Anti-Saloon League. They 
seem to prefer to quote me erroneously 
when they quote me and so nowadays 


I never answer their letters. I get one 
from them every day, almost. 
‘“‘President Butler did not speak for 


the Republican Party. As far as I am 
eoncerned, I did not discuss the sub- 
ject with him, nor have I seen him 
since he made that speech. 

‘“‘We are going to stand behind the 
platform adopted at the Cleveland con- 
vention. We are for President Coolidge 
and the National Administration. If the 
Committee on Resolutions causeg the 
convention to adopt a plank for en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, the New York Republicans will 
be squarely behind that plank.” 

Mr. Hilles said that he had not re- 
ceived the letter from Mr. Poland. He 
said he had no comment to make. 

In conversation yesterday, Dr. Butler 
referred to the attacks that had been 
made on him by the Anti-Saloon 
League and those whom he described as 


“ecclesiastical politicians.’”’ He did not 
at that time know of the Poland let- 
ters. It was supposed his remarks 


were inspired by the protest the Metho- 
dist Ministerial Association had ad- 
dressed the day before to the trustees 
of the university. 

“It should be remembered,” said Dr. 
Butler, “that the prohibition political 
machine is far better organized and 
commands far larger resources than 
the official organization of either the 
Republican or the Democratic Party. 
This prohibition political organization 
is able to get an indefinite number of 
resolutions passed at short notice by 
all sorts of boards and committees,

GOVERNOR APPROVES 
ROOSEVELT MEMORIAL 


Fixes Site Here for $2,500,000 
State Outlay—Vetoes Film and 
Window Bills as Hazards.

ALBANY, May 6.—The controversy 
over where the Theodore Roosevelt 
Memorial should be erected, Albany or 


New York, was settled by the Governor 
today when he signed the Straus Dill 
providing that it shall be an addition 
to the American Museum of Natwal 
History in New York City. The Dill 
appropriated $250,000 to start the project, 
which, when completed, is expected to 
cost upward of $2,500,000, all to be paid 
by the State. 

The Governor also approved the 
Gargost-Mastick bill providing for the 
electrification of the Putnam Division 
of the New York Central in the City of 
Yonkers. At a hearing on the measure 
yesterday counsel for the _ railroad 
claimed it could not afford to electrify 
the Putnam Division because, he said, 
it was losing annually about $700,000. 

The Straus bill providing for the for- 
mation of non-profit cooperative asso- 
clations among the farmers to aid them 
in selling their products was approved. 
The measure was modeled after a law 
now in effect in thirty other States. 

Under the Witter bill, approved by the 
Governor, bread will have to be sold 
by weight. The new statute provides 
that it must be sold in pounds or mul- 
tiples of pounds and that the weight 
must be stamped on the wrapper. 

In vetoing the Murphy bill in regard 
to the use of non-inflammable motion 
picture film, the ciovernor said in his 
memorandum: 

“The Yatal weakness of the bill is that 

it fails to compel the use of some dis- 
tinguishing mark by which, for pur- 
poses of enforcement, it would be easy 
to distinguish between inflammable and 
non-inflammable material. It would be 
quite possible under the operation of 
the bill, should it become law, for in- 
flammable film to be used without the 
careful restrictions now imposed by the 
statute, and the inspectors of either the 
Labor Department or Fire Department 
would be unable to discover the viola- 
on.’”’ 
Two bills which would have permitted 
the use of other than fireproof windows 
in the construction of new buildings 
under certain conditions were vetoed by 
the Governor. In a brief memorandum 
the Governor wrote: 

“I am informed by the Industrial 
Commissioner and by the Fire Commis- 
sioner of the City of New York that 
both of these bills tend to break down 
the standards now fixed in relation to 
fireproof windows in factory buildings. 

“The volume of law relating to this 
subject was built up after a very care- 
ful and thorough investigation by a 
commission of which I had the honor 
to be Vice Chairman, and I cannot 
look with favor upon any proposal that 
seeks to weaken the law. here are 
too many human lives at stake.’

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor today enu- 
merated the demands by which it will 
measure men, platforms and parties 


during the campaign. 

First of all, says the declaration, a 
“revival of the spirit of honesty, integ- 
rity and high-mindedness in public of- 
fice’ is necessary. ‘‘Astounding revela- 
tions of the last few months’’ are re- 
ferred to as proof of the need of a 
“great regeneration of American ideal- 
ism’’ in public life. 

Other points enumerated deal with 
| questions of labor welfare, taxation, the 
soldiers’ bonus, international relations, 
curbing the power of the Supreme Court, 
immigration, abolition of the Railroad 
Labor Board and approval of the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
| League of Nations and the World Court. 
| The declaration, which was made by 
ithe Executive Committee of the Amer- 
|ican Federation of Labor Non-Partisan 
| Political Campaign Committee, was 

signed by Samuel Gompers, President; 

Frank L. Morrison, Secretary, and 
' James O’Connell, head of the Metal 


| Trades Department. 

Laws are demanded to “protect the 
| helpless,"’ to ‘‘abolish special privilege,”’ 
| to free industry for the working out of 
lits purely domestic problems, and to 
‘“‘make Government more responsive to 
the needs of the people, and to deprive 
courts of the power to rule as well as 


adjudicate.”’ 
Refers to Senate Investigations. 


“We need less ‘Thou shalt not’ in 
our law,” says the declaration. ‘‘We 
{need more law that helps get things 
done and less law that stops legitimate, 


constructive effort.’’ 

Asserting it to be the purpose of 
\labor to “carry forward the great vic- 
{tories of two years ago,’’ it is added 
that revelations which ‘‘stagger the 
| imagination” have been witnessed, and 
that ‘representatives of reaction and 
| special privilege have fought to pro- 
tect the enemies of the public wel- 


fare.”’ 

“More men must come into office 
i who will serve the people faithfully and 
| who will not be turned aside from the 
;path of public duty,’’ the declaration 
|patch of public duty,” the declaration 
continues. 

Among the demands for legislation, 
the first is for a permanent immigra- 
| tion policy, which says: 
| “Regardless of the outcome in_ con- 
jnection with immigration legislation 
jnow before Congress, a policy of strict 
exclusion is imperative for many years 
to come. The more nearly the United 
States can come to absolute exclusion, 
the better shall we be able to main- 
tain and improve American standards 
of living and of American life and 
citizenship. * * * It is imperative that 
America have time and opportunity to 
develop an American race.”’ 

The declaration calls for adoption of 
the child labor amendment, which has 
been reported in both the Senate and 
House, and insists on adjusted compen- 
{sation for World War veterans. 
| Under the heading, ‘‘Protection of 
Rights,’ it declares that labor has suf- 
feren encroachments on its rights by 
legislative, executive and judicial au- 
thority, and demands enactment of a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the passage of any law or the making 
of any judicial determination ‘‘which 
would deny the right of workers of the 
United States and its territories and de- 
pendencies to organize for the better- 
ment of their conditions; to deal collec- 
et with employers; to collectively 
withhold their labor and patronage, and 
induce others to do so.’’ 

Labor injunctions are denounced, and 
the demand is made for ‘‘final and com- 
plete abolition of the power of courts 
to issue injunctions in labor disputes 
under circumstances where no injunc- 
tions would lie if no labor disputes were 
in existence.”’ 

‘lt must be made impossible,’’ the 
declaration says, ‘‘for Judges to issue 
injunctions commanding the doings of 
things which it is lawful to refuse to do 
and forbidding the doing of things which 
it is lawful to do. * * * Rights guaran- 
teed by the Constitution have been set 
aside at will in hundreds of cases 
through the use of the injunction.”’ 


Wants Rail Labor Board Abolished, 


The Railroad Labor Board, the dec- 
laration .goes on, has been proved a 
failure and has resulted in ‘‘disharmony 
and destructiveness.”’ Its repeal is 
asked in favor of voluntary negotiation 
and cooperation between the railroad 
management and employes. Support is 
urged for a measure which the Federa- 
tion and ‘‘bona fide organizations’’ of 
railway workers have caused to be in- 
troduced in Congress, providing machin- 
ery for such settlement of disputes. 


This measure, it says, will make for bet- 
ter industrial relations and better rail- 
road service for the whole country. 

“Labor demands legislation repealing 
the Sherman Anti-trust law.’’ The.dec- 
laration says, adding that although the 
law was intended to prevent illegal com- 
binations in restraint of trade, it has 
been, “through judicial interpretation 
and perversion, principally used to de- 
prive the wage earners of their natural 
and normal rights.’’ <A law to make 
definite and effective ‘‘the intention ex- 
pressed by Congress in Sections 6, 19 
and 20 of the Clayton act,’’ is urged. 

“In order to restore to Congress final 
authority in the making of laws and to 
deprive the courts of wholly usurped au- 
thority to thwart the will of the people 
by declaring unconstitutional the acts 
of Congress,’’ the declaration says, ‘‘la- 
bor proposes an amendment to the Con- 
stitution under which, by a two-thirds 
vote, Congress may validate a law which 
the Supreme Court has declared uncon- 
stitutional.’’ 

In regard to “‘aid for agricultura,’’ the 
declaration says, 

‘Labor's position in relation to agri- 
culture is that whatever injures labor 
injures the farmer, and whatever bene- 
fits labor benefits the farmer.”’ It adds 
that ‘‘labor will support every construc- 
tive measure offered by agriculture in 
the future as it has done in the past.’’ 

On taxation, the declaration § says, 
Labor ‘‘consistently favors sharply grad- 
uated income and inheritance taxes,’’ 
Savoring reduction mainly beneficial to 
small incomes. It opposes the sales 
tax, which, it says, is a ‘“‘deceptive de- 
vice by which those least able to pay 
would be compelled to bear the heaviest 
proportionate burden.” 

The Volstead act is assailed as an 
‘tmproper interpretation of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment, a social and moral 
failure’’ and a ‘‘dangerous breeder of 
discontent and of contempt for all law."’ 
Its modification to permit 2.75 per cent. 
beer is asked. 

On international relations, the decla- 
ration says, Labor favors peace, opposes 
militarism and frowns upon pacifism. 
Peace, it adds, must be secured through 
‘the development of ‘‘world-wide public 
ree and world-wide understanding 
of national relations, and through the 
i creation of agencies that will constityte 
'effective barriers to policies of force 
and destruction.’’ Labor, it is declared, 
holds that the United States should cul- 
tivate every international relationship 
that will promote world peace, favors 
the ‘‘combination of the free peoples 
of the world in a common covenant,” 
and would approve our entrance into 
the present League of Nations and 
World Court. 

“By these demands,” the statement 
concludes, ‘‘platforms, parties and can- 
didates, for whatever office they may 
seek, be measured by American 
t Labor,’* ! 














LONDON, May 6 (Associated Press). 
—Labor’s first budget remained un- 
changed tonight after the House of 
Commons had voted four times on 
amendments to alter its provisions for 
reduced duties on tea, cocoa, coffee, 
chicory and sugar. The bitterest debates 
were on the sweetest subject—sugar. 

The Conservatives, dilating on their 
rejected schemes for imperial prefer- 
ence, proposed a ten-year preference for 
sugar from the British West Indies and 
other possessions. If that were not ac- 
ceptable, their apeahers argued that at 
the very least the status quo of a lit- 
tle more than 4 shillings preference pet 
hundredweivht ought to be maintained, 
instead of Chancellor Snowden's pro- 
posed preference of a little less than 
2 poilings. 

The ouse, however, supported the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, rejecting 
an amendment offered by Sir William 
Mitchell-Thomson to stabilize the pref» 
erence on sugar at 4 shillings 34% pence, 
by 243 votes to 182. 

The Government, with the support of 
the Liberals, had a slightly larger ma- 


jority in_ defeating the other amend- 
ments. One of them was for a reduc- 
tion in the duty on empire tea to 2 


pence per pound; another to eliminate 
all duty on empire cocoa.

BULLETS STOP 2 IN FLIGHT 





Detectives Find Them an Hour After 
a Hold-Up—Thefts in Last Year 
Sald to Total .$4,000,000. 





Six men were arrested yesterday af- 
ternoon and $75,000 in loot was recov- 
ered in connection with three automobile 
truck hold-ups in the last three weeks. 
Detectives of the Truck and Loft Squad 
expect to arrest others who are members 
of organized bands that in the last year 
have stolen loot amounting to about $4,- 
000,000, according to insurance men, af- 
ter holding up and kidnapping drivers. 

Two men were captured after a chase 
by detectives in which five shots were 
fired. ‘The detectives said that the pris- 
oners, Joseph Graziosa of 56 Mulberry 
Street and John L. Tedesco of 32 Mad- 
ision Street, were unloading $3,000 worth 
of tobacco and cotton goods from a 
truck in front of 32 Madison Street 
which had been stolen less than an hour 
before at the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company's pier at Canal Street and the 
Hudson River. 

Detective Sergeants Vincent Kiernan 
and William Meade of the Truck Squad 
found the two men preparing to carry 
the stuff into an alley of the house in 
which Tedesco said he lived. 

Both men recognized the detectives 
and ran east toward Oliver Street. The 
detectives opened fire and the fugitives 
threw up their hands and surrendered. 
With the truck and its contents they 


were taken to Police Headquarters, 
where a grand larceny charge was 
lodged against them. 

At about the same time Detective Ser- 
geants Tnomas Dowling, Thomas Ham- 
mill and Edward Tracy of the ‘Truck 
Squad, retrieved $72,000 worth of ciga- 
rettes which had been obtained by the 
six armed men in hold-ups of motor 
trucks in Manhattan and Brooklyn in 
April. The detectives were passing 4 
warehouse in Union Avenue near Stagg 
Street, Brooklyn, when they noticed 
Harry Fuchs of 140 Norfolk Street and 
Thomas Gordon of 327 West 127th Street 
loading an automobile truck with cases 
of cigarettes.

German Headsman a Suicide ; 
He Had Executed 123 Persons 





BRESLAU, Germany, May 6.—Ex- 
ecutioner Schwiess, who had cut off 
the heads of 123 criminals, killed him- 
self here today with a_ revolver, 
making the second public execu- 
tioner to commit suicide in Breslau 
within three months. Schwiess was 
74 years old and had retired on a 
small pension, having executed his 
last victim in Cologne late in 1923. 

His pension was too small to sup- 
port him and a few days ago he told 
friends that he would probably ex- 
hibit the axe with which he had 
ended 123 lives and deliver a lecture 
on his experiences to augment his in- 
come. He was apparently in good 
health and up to the last boasted 
that his method of killing prisoners 
was really an inadequate punishment 
for the crimes they had committed. 

Executioner Spathe, who shot him- 
self here three months ago, was re- 
morseful and died surrounded by 

forty-eight candles he had lighted for 
prisoners he had beheaded. 


COLER ASSAILS FAIR

Himself a Member of Order, He 
Insinuates That It Uses 
“‘Unmoral Methods.”’ 








REFERS TO PRIZE DRAWINGS 


“Horrified” to Find That His Own 
Name Is on Committee In 
the Prospectus. 





Insinuating that It Is the purpose of 
the Masonic order, to which he belongs, 
to use “unmoral methods’’ in the con- 
duct of its annual Fashion and Home 
Exposition in Madison Square Garden, 
Commissioner of Public Welfare Bird 
|S. Coler yesterday launched an attack 
‘against the proposed ‘‘gambling.’’ The 
jattack is coincident with the beginning 
;}of the annual meeting of the Grand 
| Lodge of Masons in this State. 

The Commissioner’s attack took the 
| form of a letter addressed to Justice 
| Arthur S. Tompkins, who is Grand Mas- 
ter, and was similar to the complaint 
'made by Mr. Coler of the conduct of the 


Shriners’ Circus, which was held re- 
cently in the Seventy-first Regiment 
Armory. In the present instance, how- 


lever, the Commissioner expressed hini- 
{self as “horrified” to find that he was 
named as one of the committee manag- 
‘ing the very affair of which he com- 
plained. 

Commissioner Coler made public his 
letter to Justice Tompkins. With it he 
made a brief statement reading:

you found anything unlawful had been 
done or was in contemplation you cer- 
tainly would stop it immediately. 

“You can therefore imagine my sur- 
prise when I received through the mail 
a booklet containing ten lottery tickets 
| with the privilege of admission to the 
| third annual Fashion and Home Exposi- 
tion for the benefit of Masonic Free 
Hospitals. These lottery tickets read 
‘Save the stub, Masonic Fashion and 
|Home Exposition, prize competition, 
with the number of the lottery ticket at- 
tached.

DESPITE THE MAYOR 


Governor Disregards Opposition 
of City Delegation at Al- 
bany Hearing. 


HYLAN BLASTS MEASURE 








Declares “Band of Foreigners” 
Would Set Up a Span- 
ish Inquisition. 





PREDICTS TRAIN OF EVILS 





Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of 
Happiness, He Says, Would Be 
Only a Jumble of Words.

ALBANY, May 6.—lIn spite of the pro- 
tests made by Mayor Hylan and other 
New York City officials, Governor Smith 
today approved the Walker-Adler bill, 
which invests in the New York Port 
Authority the power of subpoena. 

The Governor made no comment in 
signing the measure, but in an informal 
discussion he indicated that he gave little 
consideration to the arguments made 
against it at the hearing in the Execu- 
tive Chamber yesterday by the Mayor 
and other officials of New York City. 

The only purpose of the bill, as the 
Governor sees it, is to give the Port Au- 
thority the power to subpoena the books 
and records of two rallroads which 
have refused to cooperate with the Au- 
thority. Ten out of twelve railroads 
agreed to give the Port Authority any 
information sought. 

“There is no danger that the records 
or the officials of the City of New York 


will be subpoenaed by the Port Author- 
ppm the Governor said. ‘‘The purpose 
of the bill is to give the Port Authority 
the power to subpoena the records of 
the two railroads which have refused 
to cooperate with it.”’ 


Mayor Hylan continued his attack on 
the Port Authority bill yesterday in 
opposition to which he had appeared 
before Governor Smith the day before. 
He addressed a letter to the Board of 
Estimate in which he called the bill a 
grab and insisted that the board go on 
record again as opposing the measure. 
Meanwhile Governor Smith had signed 
the bill. 


The Mayor’s letter follows:

Sirs: There is a vicious measure, now 
pending before the Governor, increasing 
the powers of the Port of New York 
Authority to such an unbelievable ex- 
tent, that public interest demands iis 
disapproval.

He added that up 
to yesterday the police had been unable 
to recover more than one-half of 1 per 
cent. of the property stolen by the truck 
bandits. 


Loft Thieves Escape. 


Loft thieves were busy along the west 
side, especially in the fur district, Satur- 
day night and Sunday. Thefts of $75,000 
worth of goods, reported to the police 
Moneey: were made public yesterday. 

The largest individual loss was suf- 
fered by Benjamin Kahn & Brother 
of 129 West Twenty-ninth Street, almost 
immediately behind the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station. Late Saturday 
afternoon burglars entered the Kahn 
loft and stole seal and mink coats, fur 
scarfs and unfinished skins valued at 
from $30,000 to $50,000. 

A burglar alarm was set off when the 
burglars entered, but when the police 


arrived they found the loft —— of | 


its most valuable contents and the bur- 
glars gone. . 

The Kahn robbery is the third to take 
place within the same building in a year. 
Cohen & Rappaport lost nearly $50,000 
of furs last July and Elias Lasner was 
robbed of a similar amount in January. 

A few hours after the Kahn robbery 
the W. & W. Fur' Company, owned by 
William Weiss and William Barnes, 
whose shop is on the fourth floor of 
50 West Twenty-sixth Street, was 
robbed of $30,000 worth of Hudson seal 
coats, scarfs and skins. Here, too, a 
burglar alarm was set off, but the 
thieves made off with their loot before 
the police arrived. They also stole 
beads, novelties and imported pearls 
valued at $5,000 from the loft below, 
occupied by the New York Home Work. 
Company. 

Late last Saturday afternoon burglars 
robbed the Bagle Sponging Company, 82 
West Fifteenth Street, of woolen goods 
valued at approximately $7,000. 

Saturday night the store of the Ripert 
Electrical Company at 386 East 110th 
Street was entered and radio sets and 
electric fixtures valued at $800 were 
stolen. The Acme Grafonola Crmpany’s 
stove at 164 West Twenty-thi Street 
was’ robbed the same night of $1,000 
worth of mesh bags, watches and cam- 
eras.

Uncertain Drift of Stock Ex- 
change Prices—Renewed Ad- 
vance in the Franc. 





With prices on the Stock Exchange 
moving uncertainly back and forth, the 
main interest in yesterday’s markets 
converged on foreign exchange. , The 
movement of most rates was only mod- 
erate, but renewed buying sent the 
franc to a figure exceeded this \year 
only in the two days of April when the 
price went above 6.80 cents. Yesterday’s 
price of 6.64 compared with 6.45 at last 
week's close and 6.26% the week before, 
when realizing sales at April's highest 
prices, by the speculative purchasers of 
the Easter period, had caused abrupt 
reaction in the market. It was not clear 
how far yesterday’s advance resulted 
merely from new speculation for the 
rise and how far from purchases by the 
unlucky European “bear operators’ who 

| are still entangled in the market. 

| The case of the franc continues pe- 
|ecullar. If this were a market in which 
| the ‘“‘bear interest” had been driven out 
| through accumulation of francs in the 
hands of the Bank of France—-a result 
' which seemed probable when the $100,- 
000,000 American credit was procured on 
March 12—the position would properly 
be described as topheavy, inviting severe 
downward reaction when the bank should 
realize on its holdings. But, as every 
one knows, this is exactly what did not 
happen. For the better part of a month 
| the French Bank has been a heavy seller 
| of franes in response to the bids of the 
| self-cornered bears. Its March foreign 
| credit fund is Intact; but the result of 

the curious turn of events has been a 
progressive and presumably very large 
increase of such foreign exchange bills 
as dollars and francs in the hands of 
the Bank of France. 

There would seem to be some natural 
limit to this operation also; yet, on the 
other hand, the Paris stock market and 
the French business enterprises, whose 
prices have fallen violently along with 
the violent appreciation of the franc, 
are urging that renewal of the advance 
be arbitrarily checked. All this had be- 
come an old story several weeks ago; 
but the market’s present tendency has 
a larger implication. A similar situa- 
tion on the Stock Exchange, for instance, 
involving a stock which had fallen se- 
verely, had regained all its loss without 
help of “‘inside buying,’ yet which was 
even then surrounded with evidence of a 
“bear interest’’ in trouble, would lead 
directly to the conclusion either that the 
whole decline in prices had been un- 
warranted, or else that the low prices 
had brought in a mass of legitimate 
new buying. It is difficGlt to escape the 
jsame inference with the franc—in which 
case the question of real intrinsic value 
becomes highly interesting. 

Yesterday’s stock market witnessed 
first a renewal of professional selling,

under which prices of some speculative | 


industrial shares declined, then buying 
of a similar character, under which they 
recovered. The selling movement was 
accompanied with the familiar ‘‘argu- 
ments,” directed this time to the Senate’s 
rejection of the Administration’s tax-re- 
duction plan. in favor of the Opposition’s 
substitute. Financial judgment as to 
the ultimate fate or character of the 
measure seemed to be in doubt, but the 
result was unquestionably disappointing. 
Its influence on the markets, however, 
must be considered in the light of the 
question, how far prices were advanced 
by the original proposal and discussion 
of the Mellon plan. 

The fact appears to be that the market 
at no time ‘‘discounted’’ expectation of 
its enactment by an enthusiastic ‘rise of 
prices. Since the character and tenden- 
cies of the new Congress have defined 
themselves, the observant part of Wall 
Street has held to the belief that this 
lsession would be chiefly marked neither 
| by bad legislation nor by good legisla- 
| tion, but by absence of legislation and 
by compromise in such measures as were 
| enacted. The recovery in the stock mar- 
| ket yesterday afternoon, from the early 
'weakness associated with the Senate’s 
action, was perhaps &@ result of this gen- 


eral attitude.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Stock Trading Again on Small Scale. 


Except for one day in April and one 
in March, trading on the New York 
Stock Excharige yesterday was smaller 
than on any previous day thus far this 
year. Total sales aggregated 516,000 
shares; which is the smallest total re- 
ported since April 1. In conjunction 
with this inactivity, stock prices again 
moved about in almost meaningless 
fashion yesterday, the advances and de- 
clines in most instances being due to 
professional operations; stocks being 
sold in one section of the list and bought 
in another. While the “averages’’ show 
a slight gain for the day, net changes 
at the close were again irregular. There 


were, however, a few issues which at- 
tracted attention because of their gains, 


but these had little effect on the gen- 
eral list. as the recomiized pivotal 
stocks did little in general. St. Paul 


preferred gained 1%, points for the day, 
and Great Northern preferred advanced 


1%. General Electric jumped 1%, but 
aside from these net changes were 
again generally confined to fractions, 


at least so far as the active stocks are | 


concerned. 


New Foreign Loans. 


After a considerable breathing spell, 
following the Japanese loan in the New 
York and London markets, emissaries 
of at least a half dozen countries are 
once more “sitting on the doorstep” of 
Wall Street bankers, endeavoring to get 
them interested in new foreign business. 
These emissaries are not always em- 
powered to sign on the dotted line and, 
generally, their status is that of ne- 
gotiators who are engaged in sounding 
out sentiment of the bankers toward 
the particular country they represent. 


Just at the moment the Wall Street 
institutions are not particularly keen 
for new foreign business. Most of them 
have in the back of their heads the 
knowledge that they will be called upon 
during the Summer or Fall to get 
behind a big German loan in this 
market, and most of them are in the 
position of wanting to conserve their 
resources and energy for that.

No Money on the “Short Side.” 


Some of the professional traders, who 
have made considerable money during 
the last three months on the short side 
of the market, admit that they have 
definitely abandoned it as qa source of 


revenue. They are still bearish but, in 
their own language, ‘“‘cannot make a 
nickel’’ on the short side because of the 
quick manner in which stocks snap back 
when pressed for sale by professional 
traders. 


The New Yerk Central Equipment Issue. 


Investment bankers are waiting with 
interest the actual offering. af new 
equipment trust certificates by the New 
York Central.

Estimates of business conditions by 
railroad officials in some instances yes- 
terday agreed very closely with those 
of interests in the financial district who 
expect a turn for the better by the first 
of June. The predictions from rail- 
road quarters, however, were far more 
qualified. It was pointed out that the 
passage of some suitable tax reduction 


measure by Congress, together with the 
nomination of conservative candidates 
and the eee of fair platforms by 
both of the political parties, would prob- 
ably have the effect of increasing bus- 
iness, once Congress had adjourned. 


The New Rise of the Franc. 


Just at the time when forejgn ex- 
change dealers and international bank- 
ers had come to the conclusion that 
exchange on European countries had 
reached a temporary level of stability, 
the French franc embarked yesterday 
on a new series of sharp movements. 
In early transactions, the Paris bill 
moved ahead with a rapidity which re- 
minded the market of the hectic days 
in March, when stabilizing measures 
were put into operation and again, late 
in April, when settlement dates drew 
near. Several explanations were heard 
yesteréay. There was the rather frayed 
explanation that the franc was respond- 
ing to the evidences of a triumph for rea- 
son in the German elections, but there 
was noted one thing wrong with this 
explanation, namely, that later reports 
‘eard up to the late afternoon indicated 
that the coalitionists had not won by 
so wide a margin as had been fore- 
cast. Then, there was the suggestion 
that belated buying for April settle- 
ments had come into the market. a 
theo that was consicered plausible. 
Third, there was a report that the heavy 
new buying in evidence was arising 
from an institution in New York closely 
allied with the Bank of France, this 
new buying presumably being in prep- 
aration of a “‘squeeze of the short In- 
terest.”’

Public Utility Issues. 


Although they do not move spectacu- 
larly and rarely engage in any wild 
speculative pyrotechnics, the public 
utility issues as a whole have given a 
very good account of themselves in the 
past, thirty days. There was quiet ac- 
tivity yesterday in the gas and electric 
issues as a whole and gains of one-half 
to a full point in these shares were fre- 
quent throughout the list. One of the 
factors in the current upturn was the 


recent decision, favoring the New York 
Telephone Company, in upholding a 10 
per cent. increase in telephone rates. 
The feeling was, however, that the most 
important factor in the accumulation 
going on in public utility stocks is that 
they have no large inventories and that 
in the main the business is not a “sea-

NICKEL PLATE ISSUE 
OF BONDS MOVED UP 


Offering Which Had Not Been 
Expected for Some Time Now 
Scheduled for Monday. 


NEW: YORK CENTRAL LATER 


Entire Program of Major Railroad 
Financing Will Be Changed, 
Financial District Hears. 


Contrary to a belief in the financial 
district that the New York, Chicago & 
St. Louis Railroad Company would de- 
fer new financing until midsummer, it 
was learned yesterday that plans for an 
t'nitial offering of bonds have been 
carried close to completion. A confer- 
ence was held by representatives of the 
Nickel Plate System and of New York 
banks at which final details were 
worked out. Offering of the bonds, it 
was said, probably would be made next 
Monday. 

The Guaranty Company of New York 
will underwrite the issue for the Van 
Sweringen interests and the initial offer- 
ing will consist of $26,058,000 in 5% per 
cent. refunding mortgage bonds, Pro- 
ceeds will be used to pay back the road 
for money already spent and to raise 
additional funds for improvements and 
extensions in roadbed and service. 

The new issue will comprise the first 
of the bonds to be sold under the Van 
Sweringen plan of consolidating all 
bonded indebtedness under one blanket 
or unifying mortgage. At the present 
time there are various mortgages and 
various classes of bond issues on differ- 
ent units of the three principal railroads 
that have been merged into the Nickel 
Plate System. 

The financial district had expected the 
Nickel Plate offering to follow closely 
the anticipated offerings of bonds for 


the accounts of the New York Central 
and the Baltimore & Ohio. After the 
Nickel Plate financing, it had been as- 
sumed, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul refunding operations would be 
started. The program, it was said yes- 
terday, had been changed by reason of 
progress in the Nickel Plate plan and 
the calendar would place first the Van 
Sweringen bonds, then the New York 
Central equipments, and still later the 
first of several issues to be made by 
the Baltimore & Ohio for refunding 
purposes. 

The New York Central issue, it was 
reported yesterday, would be held back 
until definite approval of the application 
had been given by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in Washington. This 
issue will amount to $45,631,000 in 5 per 
cent. equipment trust certificates and 
will be underwritten by J. P. Morgan 
& Co. In its application, the railroad 
company did not mention any price. The 
assumption in cane circles was that 
this point was being left up to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. Also, 
it was said, the question of competitive 
bidding, raised by reason of a recent 
commission ruling on a union station 
issue, had not been settled yet and be- 
fore making the sale on a ‘‘when issued” | 
basis, the New York Central wished to 
make sure that its {Issue would not be 
thrown open to competitive bidding.

GAIN OF 30 BILLIONS 
IN WEALTH OF AMERICA 


| Great Britain Also Shows Increase 
Over Pre-War Period—France 
Unchanged. 


The per capita wealth of France and 
Great Britain has shown little change 
as the result of the World War, accord- 
ing to a study made by the research bu- 
reau of the Bankers Trust Company, re- 
cently completed. The wealth of the 
United States, however, was greatly 
increased and the per capita wealth of 

| the United States today is $2,090 against 
| the per capita wealth of Great Britain 
|} amounting to $1,489 and of France at 
| $1,484 per capita. 

Taking .the twenty odd nations that 
engaged in the World War, the compila- 
tion finds that the aggregate pre-war 
wealth was $630,000,000,000. The present 
wealth of these same nations is now 
estimated to be about $319,000,000,000, 
the loss in the aggregate having been 
attributed chiefly to the losses suffered 
by Germany. 

The pre-war Wealth of the British Em- 
pire, including Great Britain, the Do- 
minions, India and the Crown Colonies, 
was approximately $140,000,000,000 and 
today the total is around $149,000,000,000. 
The wealth of France before the war 
was a shade under $60,000,000,000 and is 
estimated to be practically the same to- 
day. The pre-war wealth of the United 
States was $200,000,000,000 and the 
wealth today is $230,000,000,000. Ger- 
many had a pre-war wealth of about 
$80,000,000,000, and this total today is 
about $55,000,000,000. In computing the 
wealth of Germany, the statisticians en- 
countered several hard obstacles. They 
managed to strike a balance, however, 
through adhering closely to a gold basis 
of values and of making due allowances 
for inflation. 

On a per capita basis, the figures of 

the three leading nations were: United 
States, $2,090; Great Britain, $1,489, and 
France, $1,484. In computing Britain's 
wealth, the analysis showed that the 
| different nations composing the British 
Empire had a per capita wealth of only 
$418, including India with its large pop- 
ulation, but by leaving India out of the 
picture, the per capita average was 
| $1,046, a figure that was described as 
doubly interesting in view of the fact 
| that most of Britain’s colonies are still 
| far from fully developed. Both Australia 
and Canada, and likewise the colonies of 
South Africa have a long way to go yet 
before the surface of their resources 
will have been more than scratched. 
Germany's wealth, even after the strik- 
ing off of some of her provinces and ter- 
ritories and allowance made for infla- 
tion, still has a per capita wealth of 
$901, 

The report points out that the total 
wealth of the former belligerents has 
not materially changed as a result of the 
war, but that there has been a marked 
redistribution of such wealth, this redis- 

| tribution having taken place not only 
| as between nations, but also as between 
| the peoples within the boundaries of 
each nation.

Hearst’s Bankers Deny a Report 
Regarding Further Financing. 


A -report that William Randolph 
Hearst contemplated further financing 
in connection with his plan of placing 
five Western newspapers and five maga- 
zines under a holding company known 
as Hearst Publications, Inc., elicited a 
statement yesterday that Mr. Hearst 
would not sell preferred etock, as had 
been reported. Whether the publisher 
wowld offer additional bonds was not 
confirmed or denied. 

The statement, which was distributed 
by the bankers who’ underwrote the re- 
cent $12,000,000 issue of bonds for Hearst 
Publications. Inc., said: ‘‘Halsey, Stuart 
& Co., Inc., and the Anglo-London-Paris 
Company are authorized to deny the 
recent report that Mr. Hearst contem- 
plates offering the public any preferred 
stock of any of his publications.” 

According to the report, which was 
circulated in the financial district on 
Monday, the recent offering of $12,000,- 
000 of 6% per cent. bonds was a fore- 
runner of new financing. Mr. Hearst, 
according to this report, planned to con- 
solidate in one company his various 
newspaper and magazine holdings, the 
Star Publishing Company presumably 
to be the holding company. In this con- 
nection, it was stated, capitalization 
would be increased and Mr. Hearst 
might find it advisable to offer pre- 
ferred stock of the company to the pub- 
lic.

INCREASED EXPORTS 
AN AID T0 COTTON 


Europe’s Purchases Tend to 
Offset Reductions in Do- 
mestic Mill Takings. . 


WEATHER A BIG FACTOR 


Reports of Rainy Weather West of 
Mississippi Cause Some Re- 
buying of Contracts. 


Cotton improved 20 to 27 points yes- 
terday as a result of covering in May 
and July, with predictions of unsettled 
weather conditions in Southern States 
reducing selling pressure on new crop 
months. With experts running over 
10,000 bales a day so far this week, 
cotton continued to go abroad at the 
rate that counterbalances reports of 
diminished consumption by American 
mills. Weather is so important a factor 
at this stage of the planting season that 
sentiment remains extremely sensitive to 
daily developments in that quarter. 

Private cable advices from Liverpool 
indicated that in several instances some 
cotton was being resold and replaced 
with contracts for Fall delivery at pre- 
vailing discounts. Under normal market 
conditions this is the natural result of 
@ spread of five or six cents between 
current cost of raw material and the 
level at which contracts for next crop 
deliveries are selling. The result of 
operations of this nature eased both 
May and July abroad while steadying 
later months. 

Predictions of unsettled weather over 
mearly all sections of the belt, accom- 

anied by lower temperatures West of 
‘the Mississippi River, influenced the 
market in later trading. Some private 
reports that the plant was not doing 
well in Southwest Texas started room 
buying. A limited quantity of July con- 
tracts appeared when covering lifted 
prices over 28 cents and caused an up- 
turn to 28.20 shortly after midday, or 
65 points from low quotations of the 
week. While reports from Fall River 
atated that only about one-third of the 
normal number of spindles were now 
running at that mill center, exports for 
4,000 bales out of New York brought a 
further reduction in the local stock.

LONDON, May 6.—1n political circles, 
where it is believed that the. repara- 
tion controversy is moving toward a

ASKS FIGHT ON BOLL WEEVIL 


Commenting upon the resolution intro- 
Guced in the Senate on Monday by Sen- 
ator Walsh calling for an investigation 
by the Tariff Commission of the ‘“‘pro- 
longed depression’”’ in the American cot- 
ton and textile industries, Henry H. 
Royce, Vice President of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, said yesterday in a 
etatement that he believes that such an 
investigation would ‘emphasize one 
thing which the New York Cotton Ex- 
change has been trying for years to 
bring home to Congress — the necessity 
for the Government taking up the fight 
egainst the boll weevil throughout the

“Any thorough investigation of the

The short 
crops of 1921, 1922 and 1923 wiped out 
what reserve there was and sent prices 
-goaring. 

‘Until Congress recognizes the gravity 
of the situation and takes up the boll 
weevil problem in a big way, we may 
expect to see the cotton textile industry 
in the same chaotic state it is in today.”

personally to the Soviet Government on 
what he considers an insult by Germany 
to Russia. 

The German Government persists in 
denying M. Krestinsky’s contention that 
the trade mission's offices are extrater- 
ritorial, but Kreseey sticks to this 
assertion, and meanwhile 
the closing of the branch of the Rus- 
sian trade missions at Hamburg and 
Leipsic, and stponed the open of 
another at Ké6nigsberg.

Undertone of Chicago Wheat 
Market Is Strong Throug- 
out the Day.

CHICAGO, May 6.—The undertone in 
the wheat market was firm the greater 
part of the day and the close was at 
net gains of %@% cent. Added to & 
strengthening situation abroad is the 
belief that the world’s crop this year 


will show considerable reduction from 
1923, with a 6,000,000 acre or more de- 
crease in North America. An official 
Province of Saskatchewan report in- 
dicated a decrease of 10 to 15 per cent. 
in the Spring wheat area there. 

Winnipeg was strong all day and 
closed %@% cent higher than Saturday, 
with exporters the best buyers. No. 1 
Northern there went to % cent over the 
May, cone % cent for the day. The 
abnormally large world's shipments so 
far this season have apparently had but 
little effect on the world’s price level; 
foreign marekts have advanced faster 
than American during the past _ two 
months and, at one time today, Winni- 
pes May was within % cent of Chicago, 
he smallest difference of the season. 
The brilliant crop outlook in the South- 
west is being ignored as a market in- 
fluence at the present time. 

Export sales for the day were esti- 
mated as high as 500,000 bushels of 
Manitobas, and, judging from the char- 
acter of the buying of futures at Winni- 
peg, there was a liberal amount sold. 
Kansas City is about on a shipping 
basis, as compared with Chicago, due to 
a slow milling demand. 

Primary arrivals of wheat today were 
682,000 bushels; week ago, 416,000; 
last year, 652,000. Shipments were 
710,000 bushels; week ago, 991,000; last 
year, 375,000. 

The situation in corn_is mixed, with 
futures unchanged to % cent lower at 
the last, the latter on May, which was 
sold in small lots by commission houses. 
Sales of 125,000 bushels were made to 
go to store. Trade in the aggregate is 
not large, with bulls awaiting a revival 
in the Eastern demand before buying 
freely. 

Charters have been made for 500,000 
bushels of oats to the East in the last 
few days and will take out grain de- 
livered on May contracts.

SMITH VETOES BILL 
FOR NEW HIGHWAYS 


He Declares. That Politics 
Governed the Assembly in 
Laying Out the Roads. 


WOULD BAR LEGISLATION 


Governor Advocates Constitutional 
Provision Putting Road Con- 
struction Under Engineers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 6.—In vetoing 
today the Byrne bill providing for a 
new State highway ‘map, Governor 
Smith wrote a memorandum in which 
he declared he was strongly of the opin- 
ion that the Constitution should be 
amended so as to prohibit the laying out 
of highway routes by legislative enact- 
ment. 

“The attitude of the Assembly this 
year and last year to the maps pre- 
pared in the State Bureau of Highways 
raises the whole question of the laying 
out of roads by legislative enactment,”’ 
the Governor wrote. ‘‘It cannot be de- 
nied that they are laid out as a matter 
of political favor.’’ 

The Governor was urged to veto the 
bill by Colonel Frederick Stuart Greene, 
Superintendent of Public Works, be- 
cause of amendments made to it by the 
Assembly in the closing hours of the 
session. He took similar action last 
year at the request of Colonel Greene 
for similar reasons. 

Besides adding roads which would have 
cost the State $40,000,000 to construct, 
according to the Governor, the Repub- 
lican Assembly inserted in the bill thir- 
ty-one les of what is known in the 
— Department as ‘‘dead-end”’ 
roads. 


Governor’s Memorandum. 


The Governor’s memorandum follows: 

“In 1923 there was submitted to me 
by the Legislature a bill purporting to 
accomplish pretty much the same pur- 
pose as intended by this bill. I vetoed 
that bill on the ground that it was put 
together for political reasons and 


apatant the best advice and judgment 
of the engineers of the Highway De- 
partment. Thereafter a committee was 
formed, made up of delegates from the 
County Superintendents’ Association, 
the Dairymen’s League, the Farm Bu- 
reau, the Motor Truck Association of 
America, the New York State Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards, the New 
York State Automobile Association, the 
New York State Grange and the New 
York State Motor Federation. These 
organizations represented groups Iinter- 
ested in good roads and not so much in 
the politics of their location. After 
thorough study, a bill was drawn that 
represented the desires and wishes of 
these delegates. That bill passed the 
Senate, but when it reached the Assem- 
bly it was destroyed for political pur- 
poses.

ne Assembly added to the map 792 
more miles, at an estimated cost of 
$40,000,000. 

“Of the roads added, thirty-one miles 
are referred to in the Highway Depart- 
ment as dead-end roads. They start ali 
right, but they end no place.

“Decided changes were made in other 
roads against the advice of the Advisory 
Committee, and could only be destined 
to benefit some private and local in- 
terest. 


“In at least one case a change was 
made by the Assembly not only against 
tne advice of the Advisory Commiuittee, 
but over the unanimous protest of the 
local Board of Supervisors in the county 
affected.

MATCH IN REAL LIFE 


Woman Buys Six Rabbits, Which 
Become 900 in a Year, and 
Eat Her Into Bankruptcy. 


TESTIFIES. IN FRAUD TRIAL 


Standard Food and Fur Association 
Is Accused of Swindling People 
it Induced to Raise Animals. 


Ten States, among them California, 
Arkansas and Wisconsin, are represented 
by twenty witnesses who journeyed here 
to testify against the Standard Food 
and Fur Association, Inc., and four in- 
dividual defendants, who are accused of 
using the mails in a nation-wide scheme 
to defraud. The four individuals are 
Nathan D. Hecht, Vincent Lumia and 
James and Thomas Varvaro. The alleged 
fraudulent scheme was the sending out 
of literature setting forth that large 
sums could be made by ratsing rabbits, 
and offering to buy at high prices all 
that were raised from stock sold by the 


defendants. 

The plan was to induce persons with 
small farms, or with homes in suburban 
districts, to venture into the business. 
The success of the scheme was pheno- 
menal, according to the Federal authori- 
ties, who alleged that 9,000 persons were 
induced to buy rabbits at prices ranging 
from $14 to $19 a pair. Those who Went 
into the business, the literature of the 
defendants stated, could sell back the 
progeny at $7 or more a pair, and there 
were calculations concerning the number 
each pair of rabbits would produce in 
a year. 

In the trial yesterday before Federal 
Luse, with Assistant United 
States District Attorney Gillette ques- 
tioning the witnesses, Helen A. Gray, a 
colored woman, described how she had 
gone into the rabbit-raising business in 
hope of large returns, and how the busi- 
ness had ruined her. She had owned a 
farm of sixty-five acres at Madison, 


N. J., she said. 2

she said, persuaded 

rabbits would pay 

truck, so she bought four female and 
two male rabbits. They multiplied so 
fast that in a year she had 900 rabbits. 
When she offered the surplus rabbits to 
the defendants at the agreed price of 
$7 «a pair, she testified, she was told 
that the rabbits were diseased and were 
no good for either fur or food. 

The witness said her rabbits destroyed 
all living things on her farm, and drove 
her into ban ruptcy. 

Other witnesses said they had sent 
money but received no rabbits. 

The trial will continue today.

relegate him to those remedies would be 
a substantial denial of justice.’’

Think Pile Coatings a Factor. 
Although it has been argued that pile 
sheen coatings are out of the running 
as Style fabrics for Fall, they may yet 


be factors of importance. This depends 
on the labor situation in the coat and 
suit trade, particularly if a strike en- 
sues. On excellent authority it was said 
yesterday that the cutters, retailers and 
mills still have considerable quantities 
of the pile sheen weaves that were car- 
ried over from last Fall. The endeavor 
will be to liquidate these holdings. Ac- 
cordingly, it was held yesterday, if a 
strike occurs and the question of buy- 
ing fabrics and producing {is thus great- 
ly complicated, the holdings of pile fa- 
brics might be used instead of the new 
fabrics originated for Fall by the lead- 
ing mills. The consumer might be told 
that because of the strike, if it hap- 
pens, these are the only garments that 
are available for the high class trade. 
But the question was raised as_ to 
whether the pile sheen coats would be 
taken by this type of consumer, follow- 
ing their rejection last Fall.

Gingham Week Fairly Successful. 
Despite the fact that the weather was 
against it and that the vogue for the 
goods is not so large as it was in re- 


cent seasons, reports that have reached 
this market from various parts of the 
country indicate that gingham week was 
a fair success. In addition to the large 
amount of advertising matter concerning 
the week that was sent to retailers on 
ue list of one of the prominent ging- 
ham manufacturers, requests for similar 
matter were received from about 3,000 
more.

Little Change in Dress Goods. 
The dress goods mills are still await- 
ing the turn fm the garment situation 
that will mean more orders for Fall 


fabrics. This depends on the way the 
labor troubles of the coat and suit 
wholesalers shape up, and the mill 
selling agents are frankly at sea as to 
what the outcome will be. Sample piece 
orders have been placed with the mills, 
but ae beyond these. One high- 
rede mill is understood to have a wider 
istribution of sample piece orders than 
ever before in its history. This mill 
evidently foresaw the present unsettled 
condition and reasoned that a wider 
sample piece distribution, which has not 
been sought so strenuously before, 
would be a factor for a greater volume 
of reorders. 


Raw Silk Imports Increase. 
Imports of raw silk during April were 
larger than those of the preceding 
month by 4,580 bales. The April im- 


ports totaled 21,272 bales, according to 
the Statistical Bureau of the Silk Asso- 
ciation of America, as against 16,692 
in March. The quantity in storage on 
May 1 was less, the amount being 25,662 
bales, compared with 30,375 bales on 
April 1. here was also a drop in the 
approximate deliveries to American 
mills, indicating consumption, the total 
for April being 25,985 bales, while the 
March deliveries were 26,543 bales. Aw 
erage monthly deliveries thus far this 
year are about 1,000 bales less than the 
maethiy average for the full year of

This is the conclusion reached by Dr. 
Stockard, in an article on the subject 
in The American Journal of the Medical 
Sciences. His article, of course, does 
not apply perfectly to the social as- 
pects of the drink problem. : : 

The general truth of Dr. Stockard’s 
immediate deductions are said to be cor- 
roborated by experiments gn chickens at 
Johns Hopkins by Dr. Raymond Pearl. 
It was learned yesterday at Cornell 
Medical College from authorities familiar 
with Dr. Stockard’s experiments. that 
studies were being made of the effect of 
alcohol on the organs of guinea-pigs, and 
that among other data now ascertained 
was the fact that cirrhosis of the liver, 
long ascribed to alcoholism, was as com- 
mon in non-alcoholics. 


Made Many Experiments. 


Dr, Stockard’s experiments have been 
well known in the medical world for 
the last decade, and from time to time 
accounts of their progress have been 
published in the various medical jour- 
nals. After careful scientific analysis 
of the effects of ancestral alcoholism 
on guinea-pigs, selected for their or- 
ganic affinity to humans, it has 
ascertained that in four generations a 
group of superior animals is obtained.

infant mortality, etc. 

Medical college authorities cited 
much amusement the fact that prohibi- 
tion pamphlets had in the past cited the 
Stockhart researches, so far as they re- 
lated to the first generation, as proof of 
the racial injuries wrought by alcohol, 
without being aware of the conclusions 
to which these statistics would lead. 

The test to which the animals were 
subjected is a severe one. The alcohol 
was, innaled, not taken internally, in 
order to avoid possible digestive dis- 
orders and malnutrition which’ might 
have vitiated purely scientific findings. 
The members of the parent, or alcoholic, 
generation were intoxicated six days a 
week, the Sabbath alone excepted. The 
phenomena of intoxication were strik- 
ingly similar to those observable in 
humans. Different pigs showed widely 
varying alcoholic .capacities. Normally 
docile and unenterprising, at the first 
whiff of the fumes they s.rowed an im- 
mediate alertness. Shortly afterward 
they would begin to run around in cir- 
cles, squeaking and fighting each other 
with courage and tenacity. After this 
they became unsteady, drowsy and 
finally collapsed in drunken slumber. 


Severe Alcoholic Tests. 


This treatment was continued through 
adolescence, maturity and old age. It 
was as though a man should get dead 
drunk six days a week from the age of 
14 to 70. The article observes, ‘‘Cer- 
tainly human beings rarely lead so alco- 
holic an existence.’’ The alcoholic stock 
were all remarkably long-lived, one 
treated pig living to the record age of 
7 years, 

The pigs were bred in varying ways: 
alcoholic boars to normal sows and vice 
versa, and the records compared with 
the offspring of normal guinea pigs. 


normal 


“The fourth generation unimals de- 
scended from alcoholic great-great 
grandparents,’’ Dr. Stockard says, 


“have a mortality of only 13.5 per cent. 
against the control 21 per cent., or only 
64 against the normal 100. Here, al- 
though the numbers are small, the pre- 
natal mortality is reduced to only a 
little over one-half the post-natal. his 
is a completely reversed reaction from 
that shown among the early alcoholic 
generations, and is actually better than 
the normal 1-to-1 ratio. All of tie 
weak and altered germs cells have now 
been liminated from the lines and a 
group of superior animals are obtained, 
which average well above the contrél. 
The alcohol acted to eliminate weakness 
in the stock, but did not lower the 
quality of the good.”’ 

Dr. Stockard does not attempt to push 
his conclusions beyond the field of 
guinea pigs. But he pertinently ob- 
serves: ‘‘Has the use of alcohol during 
past generations actually injured the 
physical or mental quality of the pres- 
ent generations? Or, has its use ac- 
tually benefited or improved the qual- 
ity of the present generations in this 
country? These are fundamental ques- 
tions and are not to be answered in 
the realm of religion, politics, senti- 
mentalism or prejudice. They are sci- 
entific questions and are to be an- 
swered only by careful investigation.” 

In conclusion he, points out that 
“those nationg of mfen that have used 
the strongest alcoholic beverages 
through many generations have now 
from a standpoint of performance an 
modern accomplishments, outstripped 
the other nations with less alcoholism 
in their history. This may be due to 
some such selective effects as those re- 
corded.”” He refrains from firther com- 
ment as unscientific and unsound, in a 
realm outside of the direct range of 
his own suggestive experiments.
